^ that you may have a greater Advantage, let me tell you, de no^Oy 
^ you are the Fanxes that work fecretly in- the Vault, that flow the 
*' Barirels, lay the Train, and light the Match, and have been more 
^ than once, in the Language of a Fopt-Soldier, ready to prefcnt and

idifcarded.Curate and School- mailer. He brands all the moderate Par-

Conftitution, both Eccleiiaftiqal and Civil, when the major Part of 
loth Houfes of Parliament for feven Years, and the major Part ot 
the Biihops at prefcnr, (and thofe the moit eminent for Station, Learn- 
ing, and Piety) are in the Number •, aJfid not only fo, but maJcei 
theni as bloody, and as relentlefs Traytors, is they who were engaged 
in the moft execrable Treafon and ruinous Confpiracy that ever was; 
Vou cannot but expedl Wv'inderful Performances from the Sincerity 
and good Temper of this Gentleman, when he not only fturables, but 
falls flat at the very Threihold, hath the Biow to aver the moft imr 
pudent Falfhoods in the Faci^ of iboufands and ten thoufands that 
know the contrary, and dares atta?k the whole Body of thofe, who> 
are at once both the brighteft Or]%n)ents and ftrongeft Supports to" 
Church and State. However, it is the Happinefs of thoic noble Pa- 
triots, both Spiritual and Temporal, that .their Honour and Cohduflr 
is beyond the Reach of their greateft Eneinies ; much more vaftly a-

Gtbul inight put 
btm in Mind of the High-Coni million Coutt, a preter-natunl EX' 
nrefi;eace in the Body politick, and as much a BlemiHi and Pain to 
it, n a cancerous Wen is to the Body nitural ; and therefore gtcai Pi- 
ty it was not, as the other ufiially is, cut'd by cutting. A Ctcw of 
tiopeful Gentlemen ! who had fo much Reifjn as to fu/pend a Hilbop 
of the fitft Rate, beciufe he would not pcifeciite i very worthy Pref^ 
byter of his, for preaching agiintl Popery ; who had fo much Ho- 
nefty, as to condemn him alnioft unheard, (for neither they nor the 
King's C'OunTel did make a Reply to, much lefs confute the Argu- 
ments of that Prelate's Advocates) and who had the Courage not to 
fet their Hands to their own A£ls, but plac'd a Blank againft every 
Seal of their Coutt. y^mmiMi might put him in Mind of rhofe equally

I »dvis"d King Charlti the id Co fell upon the rich HaUand Smyrna Fleet, 
I wichout any Manner of Provocation and Reafon, and four Days be- 
I fore the War wis proclaim'd. So that had nor the late Curate been 
4rench'd in Impudence and SnipiJity, as touch as he is with Brandy 
and Punch, he had never cajitedjn this Strain, and hit fheWhigsin- 
the Teeth V7ith their aiming at the Ruin of the Chutcli, when they 
not only had the greateft Share in faving it ivhen prefs'd to the laft' 
Extremity, but tefcu'd it from thofe very Jaws of Deilniftion into 
which the Tories themfelves, who pretended the greateft Kindnefs, 
hadcaltit. Not that 1 would fix fo odious a Charafler upon the- 
whole Body of Tories ; I have both more Chutity and more Man- 
' nen, than that cornea to, (though I might be free with them, with 
more Jiiftice than our Author is with the oppofite Side) fo Pit from 
I it, that I acknowledge the great Hand (bme of them had in the Revo-

■ Addreffes) and were ftil'd by the honourable Name of Tories. But o- 

li theis, (and thefe liy far the greater Number) out of a juft Apprehen- ' 
, fionof Popery, the cenceal'd Religion of the Duke of 7or*, andfore- 

■ feeing what would follow, if one of that Perfwaiioh fhould get to be 
King, in order to prevent fo great i Danger, and to put both 
Church and State out <rf all probable Reach of their open and fecrec 

I Enemies, weie for breaking but one Link of the Chain in a fait and 
Jailiamenraty Way, and for fetting afide the next prefumptivc Heir, 
and placing the Crown upon the Children, yet in a lineal and ufual 
Defcent ; and fo were branded with the odious Name of Whigs. It 
would take up * large Volume, to give an Account of the Pretenfioni 
and Arguments of both Sides ; and I humbly ptefume it is needlefs ;■ 

I Time and Experience have abundantly fhewn which was in the right.^ 
I fliall only remark, that the To>y Party, of which the late Earl of 
Rtchifigr, th;n Mr. Hyit, and Sir Liantl fnkiiJs,. were the Head In the 
Houfe of Commons, carty'd Things fo fSr at to aiTett, that even aa ' 
Aa of Parliament could not alter the Siicceffion -, that fiii'poling his 
Majefty and the Upper HoHfc fbould give theit Confent (neirlietof- 
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which was likely) to the Bill of Exclufion, thm fo eagerly innfted 
. oil by the Lower Houfe, it would be a Nullity; that there was a 
loyal Party in theHatioii) that would always idOfert the Right of the 
lutural Heir, notwithftanding any pretended Incapacity . he (hould 
lie under from the Law, fince they had took an Oath of Allegiance^ 
Jiot only to the prefent King, but his Heirs. From hence I argue^ 
that a true Tory cannot be a Friend to our.ConftitQtion, as fettled up- 
on the Houfe of Hannover^ fince that illufbrious Family, notwithfiand* 
ing €o many Adls of Parliament made in its Favour, both in the late 
and. prefent Reign, cannot be pretended to be £b ni^ in Blood to the 
Crown of Great Brit^n^ as the Houfes of 5tfvo> and Btirgmdyj (not to 
mention the Claim of the Pretender at St. Germains) and byCpnfe- 
quence^ upon the Tory Principle, cannot juftly fucceed her Majcfty, 
while any of the aforefaid Branches are alive. Not but that I vert* 
ly believe, or at leaft am willing to hope, that many of tbofe who 
are call'd Tories,' are heartily for the Hajtnoyer Succe0ion, in Oppofi* . 
Monto'the hereditary Right of thofe who are nearer of Kin ; ,but 
then fb far as they are fo, fo far they lofe their elTential Charadlery 
deviate from their proper Name, and commence Whigs. So that no- 
thing is more plain, than that the Whig, or at leaft a Whiggifli Prin- 
ciple, is the Foundation of our prefent Conftitution. But to proceed. 
The Curate, pag. 24. intimates, that the Whig< would be very g}id 
to hear the Clergy fay, that St. Fetet and St. Bjii/ taught the People 
to rebel, and were the firft Founders of Whiggifm.; and that the 13th 
of the Romans J and the 3d ofTitntj were only the Foifts of the giUce- 
hfs Tories oY thofe Tinies. But to this I anfwcr,. that neither do the 
Whigs defire, nor their Caufe lack, that thefc Chapters, or any in 
the lyhole Bible, fhpuld. be fpurious ; and they both believe, and are 
content, that thofe Places ihould be as genuine as any Portions what- 
foever of the Canonical Sj^^pture : But I believe they wifh (and Co 
clo I) that none of the Clergy would from thence prove the Neceili- 
ty of fubmitting to a lawlefs Tyranny ; a Doflrine very unworthy 
of the infinite Wifdom, and Goodnefs, and Mercy of God, and ex- 
pound thefe Texts after fuch a Manner, as will, by the fame Way of 
Reafon.ing,. juftify the greateft Abfurdities both of Popery and Fa- 
• lUticiAn. Aye, but, fay fome of the Tories, what can be more 
plain to. prove Paflive-Qbedience and Non-Refiftance, than thofe ex- 
Jirefs Words of an infpiVd Writer, Let eyery Sml bt fabje^to Ae high- 
er Powe 5, for there k no Fower but of God j. the Pow^s that be, are ^- . 
dain*d of God. Whofoeyer therefore rt]ifie:h the Power, reSfieth tU Ordir 
fiance of God ; a..d they thai rejjfi, fl-all receiye to themfeMs Damnation. . 
An admirable Argument indeed, as they apply it I Ju& fo may the 
Hocus Kcsts Catholick fay, in Defence of his nonfenfical TranfuUfcoi- 
tiation, what can be plainer than. thefe Words in the fame, divine 
.^cripttire, Thk is my Body, a.J thu Is my Blood fr And the fuilen Qiia-- 
ier, in IJcfence of his not fwearing, though lawfully required, may 
ftlledge as much, to the Purpofp, Swear not at all, Mat. 5. 34., And, 
J^ut aboyt aS, Things, my Brethren, fwear not, Jaxnes fr* i^* Therefore 
in thefe^ and all other ExprefTions of the Bibnj wh^re the literal. 
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Senfe is kiilb, wi miift, to avoiJ rhe grievous Abfiirdirits which o- 
thfrwife nuifl of NecefTity follow, attend to rhe Scope and Delign of 
the Holy Ghoft in thore Words, and expomid Scriunirc Ly Sctipliire. 
But becawfe the i jth of the Romavi, and the gif of TitHj, are rl.e 
frand Topick» from whence this Pamphleteer hath took Occafioii 
fbttriloufly to ihiife the Corporation of Grayrftnd ; and mmyyoiing 
pert Divines have, either out of Malice or Ambition, of lare Years, 
under this Convert, bombarded the foberelV pArt ot their Congrega- 
tions, and the Revolution itfelf; I fliall here, as thoroughly and as 
kriefly as I can,coufider them. I beg Leave theu,t ) ask of thefe pafitive 
and warm Gentlemen, whether thofe Paflages of Scriprure have de- 
iltoy'd ail fheRights andPriviJeges of rhe Subjefl,alloiv'J them liyLaw, 
which otherwife they would have had, Iftheyinfwer in the Affirma- 
tive, I reply, that by the fame Rule of Divinity, theScriptuies have 
dejhoy'd ali the Bights and Pdvileges of Wives and ChildreJi, and.

ing denoiuic'd noChriftian!, aijuiefce under the Ufctpjtion. For the 
Submiflion and Obedience of ihefe inferior Relations, to their refpec- 
tiv* Superiors, is as ftriftly and as unlimitedly (I may fay mote) utg'J 
ly the Apoftles, as the Obedience and SuhmlflJon of Siibjefls to Kings 
and Govemoiits ; as will apjwir, if we confider their proper and feve- 
ral EKhortacioiis. I will inftance in fome of all kinds : Wj-mj, /;<W»

It m^y be 
obferv'd, that fome of thefe Expteflioiis are much more flrong tor 
the Piflive-Obedience and Non-RelUtance of Wives and Setvanis to 
(heir Huibinds and Maftets, than thofe which the Tories w jtild have 
to prove that Doftrtne towards Kings and Governors i and in the l.ift 
Text, it is remarkable, that this Duty of Obedience and Submiflion to 
Matters, is not only plac'd in the fame Chapter where the Obedience 
to Kings is as ftrotigly urg'd as any; whereas the Ndv-Tejlament (Sub- 
it your fehes to every Ordinance of Man, for the Lord'i Sate, mbtihiT it fie 
'le King asSKprcam^ or niito Go'WMorj, as itiito thtm hat arrfeiit ij 
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hlm^ for the hinljhnent of eyil Voers<^ and for th^lfrAifi of them that do 
heU^ ^erf. 13, 14.) but alfo immediately after, if poidtble, another 
greater Injunction, Horuxur tlie pngj Verfe 17. which may well inti- 
mate, that the Obedience of Sub)e^ to Kings and Governors, ilandi_ 
Upon the fame Foot. However, this is certain, that finee the politive 
Injunctions for the Duty and good Beluviour of Wives and Servants 
to their Husbands and Mailers, are more awful and yeneraUle in the 
Fhrafing of them, than thofe for the Duty and good Behayiour of 
Subje£h to Kings and Governors ; it isNonfen£e to ftrain the Injundl- 
6ns laid upon the latter, to an unlimited pafiive or affive Obedience, 
^bich you pleafe, more than the InjunAions laid upon the former^ 
f fpecially where they have not only the Laws 6n their Side, but two 
Parts in three of the Government. 

■ But if they allow that the 13th of the Romdiis^ and the 3d of 7?^, 
and the like Pailag^s, do only enjoin Obedience in general from $ub* 
jedls to Government, without entering into the M3rfieries of the one, 
or the Privileges of the other ; this is all that the Whigs require or 
iiifift upon. Indeed, it is the Opinion of the. moil* eminent Diving 
of our Nation, and others, that thofe fam*d Chapters do not confer ott 
Kings and Governors, any new Prerogative, much lefi an abiulute 
and tyrannical Dominion over theirSubje£i-s, but were only de£gn*cl,td 
teach the new Chriflians, (and iiythem, aU others) that the extraordi* 
nary Bkfling of the Gbfpel, in' making Men the Children of God, 
and Inheritors of the Kingdom of Heaven, did not diilblve their for- 
mer Allegiance to their' Emperor, and afV Obedience to Laws, altho* 
they were both Heathens ; and were only a neceflary Caution to the 
new Converts, to be humbje, and quiet, and peceable ; . and to pre- 
vent any fond Notion that the Saints were tp be in Subjedliou to 
ndne, and that 'Dominion is founded, in Grace, a Conceit that all 
Se£h are apt to fall into. ^And fo far are they from thinking that God. 
Almighty, either by the Law of Nature or Religion, efbblilh'd Ty- 
ranny, that they think that at firft every Head of a Family was a 
King, and that political Government (lb far as concerns the Kinds 
ahd Meafures of it) came from the Confent of the People; But becaufe 
' this is look'd upon to be no lefs than Herefy by fome of our Gown, 
I fhall quote a very conflderable Authority or two, to prove what L 
iky ; and thofe are of the great Mr. Honker, Saith he, in one Place, 
*^ It is no improbable Opinion that the Arch-Philofopher was of, that 
*f the chief Perfon in every Houfhold, was always, as it were, a King. 
'* So when Numbers of Houlholders join'd then^elves in civil Society 
'* together. Kings were the firft kind of Governors among them., 
*' which alfo was, itfeemeth, the Reaibn why the Names of Fathers 
^* continued ftill in them, who, of Fathers, were made Rulers; alio, 
'* the antient Cuftom of Governors, to do a« MeUhifedech^ and being 
'* Kings, to excrcife the Office of Priefts, which Fathers did, at the

I coiildijuote 
the Sentimenis of many other great Divines of oiu own Church, in 
particular BiQiop Bi^/on, a great Sticklcrfor the Power and Prerogative 
ofPrinces, who acknowledges, that Princes may Forfeit their Power, 
and their Title to the Obedience of their Subjcils, to fliew thai it is 
iheit Opinion, that the ijthof the Suthaju and the jd of Tinu, dorh 
by tto Means inveft Kings with an abfblute unlimited Power, ot de- 
prive theit Subje^ in their pnblicJt Capacity, (whatever Refttainrs is 
laid thereby upon private Perfons) from defending themfclvesagiinft 
the Throne, when their Rtiin is otherwife unavoidable ; but neither 
fliy Time'nor my Paper will allow that, and I humbly prefume, that 
the plain and reiterated Thoi^hts of To judicioilsaMan aiMr. Hoo*ir, 
are fulKcient for this Purpofe ; a. Divine fo Ihenuou;, and hearty n 
Champion for the Church of England, and of fuch wonderfiU Leirn- 
ingand found Principle), that the moft excellent Prince and blefied 
Martyr King Charlti I. recommended in an efpeciii manner the 
reading of this Book, to his Daughter the Lady Efnahttb, and a Pope 
before him, (whomuft be fuppos'd to be fat from partial, in behalf of 
a Proteftanc Writer) woiJdhavetobe the only Man in that Age who 
deferv'd to be call'd an Author, and whofe Work he look'd upon as 
the moft perfeft Piece in its Kind. And what, perhaps, is mute te- 
jnarkable thaitalt this, the wifell: Kings, and thofe who have been the 
mofl jealous of the Encroach men ts of their Subjeib^ and moit tender 
of their O^vn Honour; and moft) if not all the Writers, (until very 
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late^) who have treated of Obedience Or Rebellion, even thofe who 
liave been the greateft Affertoes of the Power an Prerogative of Prin- 
ces, have faidas much, and given up the Caufe in this Point; witnefs 
ICing .J^mif I. who in his Speech to the Pariiament 1603,- addreHet 
*himfelf to the Nation thus : '^ I will ever prefer the Weal of the 
** Publick, and the whole Commonwealth, in making of good Laws 
** and CbnfHtutions, to any particular and private End of mine : 
** Thinkihg ever the Wealth and Weal of • the Commonwealth, to be 
5' my greateft Weal and worldly Felifcity ; a Point. wherein a lawful 
<' King doth diredly differ from a TYRANT. For I do acknowledge 
«' tfiat the fpecial and greateft Point that is between a rightful KING 
.<* and a ufurping TYRANT, is this, that whereas the proud and am- 
*' bitious Tyrant doth think his Kingdom and People are onlyor- 
** dain*d for the Satisfa^bion of his Deiires, and unreafbnable Apper 
** petites; the righteous and jufl King doth, by acknowledging him- 
*' felf to be ordain*d for the procuring of the Wesdth and Property of 
«^ the People. And again, in his Speech to the Parliament 1609, he 
jiath thefe Words : « The King binds himfelf hy a double Oath, to 
*' the Obfervationofthe fundamental Laws of his Kingdom, tacitly 
*^ hy, his being a King, and fo .bound to prptefl as well the People, as 
" the^ Laws^ of his Kingdom, and exprefly by his Oath at his Coro- 
** nation, €0 as every juft King in a fettled Kingdom, is bound to 
** obferve that PACTION, made to his People by his Laws, in fra- 
*^ ming his Government agreeable thereunto, and. according to that 
*^ PatSlion which God made yvit\i Noah^ after the Flood; hereafter, 
<^ Sted'thne -and Haryefi^ and Cold and Heat^ and Summer tind Winter^- 
<< and V^ and Ni^htj Jhall not ceafcj while the Earth remaineth. And 
** therefore a King governing in a fettled Kingdom, LEAVES to be a 
*< King, and degenerates into a Tyrant, as foon as he leaves to rule 
•* according to his LAWS. And a little after, he faith, '' Therefore 
*^ all Kings that are not Tyjrants, or perjur'd, will b^ glad to be Ixxmd 
*^ themfelves within the Limits of their Laws ; and they that per- 
*^ fwade them t6 the contrary, axe VIPERS and PESTS, both againll 
*^ them and the Commonwealth. 

Much to the fame, Barclay^ a great Champion of abfolute Monar- 
chy, (Ith* 3. contra Mon. lib 8.) " But if*any fhould aik, toufl: the 
" People then always lay themfelves over to the Cruelty and Rage of 
** Tyranny? Mufl they fee ^heir Cities pillag'd, and laid in Afhes ? 
*< Their Wives and Children exposed to the Tyrant's Lufl and Fury, 
^t ajid themfelves and Families' reduced by their King to Ruin, and 
*' all the Miferies of Want and Opprefllon, and yet fit fttll ? Muft 
** Men always be debarred the common Priviledges of oppofing Force 
*^ with Forcejwhich Nature allows fo freely to all other Creatures for 
« their Prefervation from Injury ? I anjTwer, SELF-DEFENCE IS 
« A PART OF^ THE LAW OF NATXH^ ; nor can it be deny *d the 
« Community, even AGAINST THE KING HIMSELF; but to re- 
" venge themfelves upon him", muft by no Means be allowed, thtm, 
^ it not being agreeable to that Law. Wherefore, if the King will 
** flien an Hatred* not only to fome particular Pcrfon, but fets him- 

•^ . "felf 
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** felfagainftthe BODY OF THE COMMONWEALTH, wlieteofhe 
** is Head, ant: fliall with INSEPARABI-E ill Ufage, cruelly tyran- 
«' iiize over the ivliote, or a COMSIDERAELE PART of the Peo- 
«< pie ; in this Cafe the People have a Right to DEFEND THE 
•' REST AND THEMSELVES from hijiiry. But it muft be with 
** Caution, that ihey only derencl themfelvci, but do not attack 
•' their Prince. They tmy repair tlie Damages received, but mult 
•^ not, for any Provocation, exceed the Bounds of due Reverence and 
*' Kerpea, They may repulfe the prefent Attempt, but muft not re- 
*f venge pafs'd Violence* : For it is natural for us to defend Life and 
*' Ijimb ; but that aai Inferior fllould punjfh a Superior, is againft 
" Nature. The Mifchief that is tleiign'd them, the People may pre- 
•' vent before it is done ; but when it is done, they may not revenge 
*' it on the King, though the Author of the Vilkny, This there- 
** fore is the Ptiviledge of the People in general, above what any 
*' private Perfon hath, that particular Men ate allow'd by our Ad- 
**■ verfaries theinfelves (Buchanan only excepted), to have no Other 
*' Remedy, but Patience ; but the Body of the People may (ivitli 
»' Refpefl) refift INTOLERABLE TYRANNY ; for when it is MO- 
*' DEBATE, they ought to endure it. And in another Place of the 
farce Book, after l\aving, with a great deal of Argument and Elo- 
quence, pieach'd up the Dofltine of Paflive-Obedience and Non-Reii- 
ftirnre, he goeson, " Whitihen, can thereno Cafe happen wherein 
** Men may not, of Right, and by their own Authority, help them- 
" felyes, talte up Arms, and fet upon thtfir King, imperioiifly domi- 
" neering over (hem f None at all while he remains King. HanBnT 
" the King, and ht that rififti the JEVwer, Ttjtfii the Ordinance of Gcd^ 
" are Divine Oracles that will never permit it. The People there- 
" fore can never come by any Power over him, unlefi he do lome- 
« thing that makes him CEASE TO BE A KING ; FOR THEN 
" HE DIVESTS HIMSELF OF HIS POWER AND DIGNITY, and 
*' returns to the State of a privrte Man, and his Subjefls become free 

" and fuperior. ■ ■ But there are but few Carriages which tiring the 

" Matter to thisSt.tte. After confideting jt well on all Sides, I can 
" find but two. Two Cafes there are, I fay, whereby a King, ifja 
" /«flo, becomes NO KING, and iofes all Power and Regal Autho- 
" rity over his People ; which are ajfo taken Notice of by Wiimrm. 
" The firft is, if he endeavour to OVERTURN THE UOVERN- 
, *' MEST ; that i-i, if he have a Putpofe and Defign to ruin the 

S" " Commonwealth and Kingdom, as it is reported of Nero, th^t he 
*' refoIv"d to cut off the Senate and People of fiomr, lay the City 
** wade with Fire and Sword, and then remove to fome other PUce. 
|j *' And of Caligrila, that he openly declar'd, that he would be no lon- 
J** ger Head to the People or Senate, and that he had it in hi«, 
p Thoughts to cut oiF the worthieft Men of loih Ranks, and then 
I*' retire to Jtlexandria ; and he wiUi'd, that the People of Some had 
(*' but one Neck, that he might difpatch them all at one Blow. Such 
I*' Defigns at thefcj when any King harbours in his ThO'.;ghts, and 
IJ'- fciioitjiy promotes, Us immediiitfly gives vg iJ! Tlioiighti mi Cate_ 
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<( of the Commonwealth ; . and oonfequently FORFEITS the Power 
'^ of governing liis Subjed:s, as a Mai&r doth the Dominion over his 
c^ Slaved whom he hath abandonM* The other Cafe, is, when a 
^' Xing makes himfelif dependant of another, and fubje£b his King« 
•* doni which his Ariceftors left hiiri, and the People put free into his 
<* Hands, to the Dominion of another. For however, perhaps it 
** may not .be his Intention to prejudice the People, yet becatift he 
** has hereby loft the principal Part of Regal Dignity, (w*) To be 
*^ next and inunediately under God, fiipream in his Kingdom; and 
** alfo becaufe he hath betrayed or forced his People, whofe Liberty 
^ he ought to have carefiilly preferv'd, into the Power and Domi- 
^ nionof a foreign Nation. By this, as it were. Alienation of his 
** Kingdom, he himfelf lofeth the. Power he had in it before, with- 
*• out transferring any the leaft Right to thofe on whom he would 
" have beftow'd it': And fo, by this Aft, fets the People free, and 
** leaves them to their own Difpoial 9 one Example of which, is td 
•^ be found in the Scotch Hiftbry. I hxvt been the more particular on 
this Head^ not only to prove, that the WHIGS are not fuch Mon-> 
iters in Divinity and Politicks, as they are reprefented ; but alio to 
0iew, that ibme of the TORIES. are the worft of Sychophants, and 
do carry the. Dodlrine of Obedience and Sub)e<Siioh higher, and da 
fiitter the Courts of Princes more now, than their profefi'd Creatiures, 
and favourite Writers^ did formerly. 

Having thus, I hope, fufficiently vindicated the IVfngSj and in them 
the REVOLUTION, froxn the Malice and Impertinence of the lafe 
Curate of Grayefindy it is high Time that I come to my fecond'Par* 
ticular ; which was, to coxifider what he has done againil my £tl£, 
Here he, taking it for granted that the R — -«r of L ■ d was the 
Author of the Letter in the Obferyatvfy is at mighty Pains to expoft- 
the*real or pretended Inaccuracies of that Account ; and then breaks 
OMt.into a pompous Joy and Triumph upon his imaginary Victory, 
and niy Defeat; deding by me ^tMneas in Vtrgit did by Merentimi 
• when he drefs'd a Log in his Adverfary's Armour, and then domi- 
neers over him with lofty Pride and barbarous Scorn, Merentius tiii 
tfiy Thi^ is M&rentiusy the Terror of Ittf/ji, and ihy Laughing-Stock. 
But here is the Difference betwixt JEneas and the Curate^ that the for" 
mer kiird his AAtagonift before he infultshim, the. latter Infults him 
biefore he hath conquerM him. The Truth of it is, fo far am I from 
being the Author of the Epiftle he is fo angry at, that I folemnly 
aver, in the Prefence of Almighty God, that I neither dire^Jy nor 
indiredly had a Hand in it, and knew nothing at all of it, before it 
can^p out in Print. AxA this Declaration I have often made at the " 
Cbflee-houfe in Graytfend^ before thofe few Perfons which are the late 
Curate's Friends, if he hath any fuch in that Place, and feemingl; 
'fteed them of their Sufpicions; with the Addition befidcs which 
here repeat, that had I been confulted before-hand, concerning th 
lending that Letter to xhtObfervatfiry I ihouidhave declar'd againft iJ 
it being always my Opinion that no one fhould ever «xpofe the moi 
fcandalous Clergy-man in Pj;int, without the utmt^ft Nece^ty, be 

". cauf' 
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caiife whatever Ends may be propos*d,. or howfberer thty may bs. 
com pleated, in fb doing they can never countervail the Difgrace^a'fid 
Damage accriiing to the Church ^hereby, and thciliUfe that all its 
open and fecret Enemies will infallibly make thereof. So that the 
very Foundation of this ridiculous Libel, fo far as it relates to me, 
is lylown up at once, and by Confequence the whole Superftrudhire^ 
however magnificent and elaborate, difpers'd into an Heap of Dire 
and Rubbifli ; and I am not only unconcernM with any of thofe man- 
nerly Ekpreffions, and hjfiidforae JRevilings, with which he, by Way 
of Revenge,, on a falfe Suppofition, doth befpatter me ; but they all 
recoil in his own Face. Herein he gives me the fkme'Ufage as th^ 
Tyrants of old to the primitive Chriftians, fewing them up in the 
Skins of Bears, and other ilrange Creatures, the more effedlually to 
cxpofe thetn, both to their own Cruelty, and to the Fury of all the 
Dogs in the Country. Since then nothing but Malice or Envy, or 
both, could be the Occafion of the Curate's hooking me; imo his. Book, 
i?6 manner of Credit ought in Reafon to be given to his vile Re-" 
jjroaches and odious Abufes of me. However, fince Slander, like the 
Plaguej is of a dangerous Nature, and, lik^ that terrible Vifitation, 
is often as fatal to thofe of t^e moft florid Complexions and healthy 
Conftitutions, as to'theWeak and Decayed, and them whom it moft 
favours, it doth not; difmifs without a $ore, I ihall here, as Prudcncd ' 
obligcth me, apply^ fome proper Antidote to expel that Poyfon, fo 
rank in Quality, and plentifiil in Qjiantity, which he and ibme o- 
tliers have cafl upon me* Firft then, As to the hard Namw and infa- 
mous Account he gives of me in general j I oppofe tWo Certificates 
annex'd to the End of this Treatife, Numb, i aijd 2. the Tenour of 
Which runs as high in my Comtaendation, as all that he hath faid iji 
his wretched Libel, doth to my DiCparagement. The former of' 
ti'^hich, concerning my Intelleihiatls and Morals at the Univerfity, a 
Place which generally gives a Man his Impreflion and Tinfture, a^ 
to both thefe Particular?,, for ever after^ I here produce^ n»t only as a 
Proof of the very good Chara^er I had then, a^id as a Foundation 
for what I may well be fupposM to hive nOw, but to wipe c^ a 
filljr Infinuation he gives, pag. lo. that t was dignify'd there by no- ' 

thing but the glorious Epithet, of bawling B r* The other writ 

Hvt Years afterwards, composed by one, and fign*d by two Doctors of 
Divinity, Gentlemen of eminent Reputation, and confiderable Tenri- • 
poral Eftates, befides their Spiritiul Preferment; As it; is with Relu- 
^iice I print thefe Teftimonials, and nothing but a fatal JNeceflity 
"tvould have induc*d mo to make tiiem publick^ fo I (hall not trefpafs 
fo much upon Modefly, and the Reader's Patience, as to make any 
formkl Defcants upon them ; and I humbly prefume I need not 2 • 
Theyfpeak both for themfelves and me fufficiently. lihallonly re-* . 
mark, that Ayhen the lat^ Curate, or any of my Enemies,. either of 
the Clergy or Gentry, can produce fuch an ample TeftimotiL^l, and - 

, under fuch.credible Hands^ I will be contented to ^be as wicked arid- •. 
as vile as they would make me, and as I know them to be. Second- 

' ly, Asto the particular Accufations he makes of me^ omitting the 
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illghtones, which cither are not worth the anfwering, or fink of 1 
Cdurfe with the reft, I (hall fully confi4er and confute the moil ma; I 
terial one^ Firft then, As to the Blafphemy wherewith he chargeth, 
not me dire^lly, for fear of having an A^on of Scandal clap*d up- 
on his Back, but the Writer of a certain Letter, wherein, as he faith, 
(pag. ao.) are thefe Words, ^ I made my felf merry the other iDay 
*'• with a Qiieftion a Gentleman piopQs'd to me. Whether old X— -tf,or 
*^ the Holy G — t,. gotthatChildof his ? Now, was not the Curate*^ 
Spleen fermented to the utmoft Degree of Malice,.and his Pen inflamMy 
as well as li^ Head, he would not have debauchM a Paper^ and mur- 
der'da Brother, after fo treacheipus and favage a Manned; and there^ 
fore I may well apply to this foul Anta^nift, what the witty Epi* 
grammatift did to his upon a like Occafion : * /

The Truth of it is, there is no fuch Sentence in all the Letter, as the 
Curate hath fet in his Book ; the Sentence which he pretends to have 
tranfcrib*d from the Original, is only a Sentence made up of bro- 
ken Expreflions in the Letter; and he very dtfingenloufly puts in, and 
leaves, out, at Pleafure. By the fame Way of Management, (with the 
profoundeft Reverence both to that facrcd Book, and its tremendous 
Author, be it fpoken) any wicked Wretch might diftort the Scriptures 
themfelves to Blafphemy. The Sait/age-maker in' Arifiophanes^ thought 
he could mix, jumble, and confound with great Dexterity, when he 
would give a Specimen of his Abilities in Impudence and Ly ing^ 
could fay nothing that comes up to this. For in the Letter it is ex- 
prefs'd, not that the Writer made hirafelf merry, but that a certain 
Gentleman made him merry ; nor is it exprefsM, that the Geutje- 
man made him merry with that Qiieftion, but with the Behaviour of 
a Gehtlewoman at the Wells; nor is there the leaft Intimation of the 
Writer's being either pleasM or made merry with that Qiieftion, but 
€lire<ftly the contrary, the Writer not only having prefix'd a Mark of 
Infamy to that Qiieftion, but immediately, in the very fame Sen- 
tence, thefe exprefs Words do follow, '' But fo far was I from ma- 
- *' king any Un-Gentlemaii like Refle<ftion upon you or her, tho* the 
*' Difcourfe did naturally lead me to it, that I checked him for his 
'' PROPHANENESS • and Uncharitableneft. But fee the wonderfiil 
Force of Malice 1 Well may the old Proverb fay, it breaks through 
Stone Wall, iince it not only join quite Oppofites, the Wild the Tamey 
the Srraie the Dove, the Lyon and the Lamhy but makes White Black ; 
and will, in Spite of common Senfe, not only make a Clergy-man 
guilty of a wicked Expreilion , where he tells you before-hand, it 
cam^ from a fecohd Perfoii, but even when in t&e fame Breath he 
condemns it. As for the Curate's AlTertion in the fame Page, that 
the Queition in tha Letter is by all hereabouts. efteem'd a wicked Rant 
of the Writer's oWn Prodadlion, and that it was (bme Years "before he 
froduc'd his Author, and that the whole Letter was infamous^ they 

are 
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iisFalthoods in each PuncuUt. For as to the ffrff, nofon* 
of my Enemies ever fuggefted fiich a Thing to me in ill the fiicJtcr- 

'- ings «nd fierce Difputations we have hid upon that, or anjr otJier 
Subjeft; which they would not have fiil'd to have done, if rhey had 
had fo much u a Sufpicion that the QiiefttOJi proceeded from mySeif, 
As to the fecond Particnlar, I readily culd the Author many Y?ar» a- 
gone to the Biihop of the Diocefe, ^.3 foon as he aft'd me the Qiiefti- 
on ; nor did his Lordihip either then or fmcf fignify to me,, that the 

Peifon I inention'd, deny'dit; and I hive told Sir Franeit L , a 

Gentleman of very good Effete and Note in fhe Neighbourhood, that 
I would jiioduce the Author, whenever I was call'd npon ; litit before 
that, I faid I would not, becaufe I thon^ht i( a Breath of HofpitaJi- 
ty fo to do, the Words liing fpokc in my Honfe; and he comroeBded 
ray Conduft in fo doing. As to the third Particnlar, fo far was the 
Letter frotn Lieing infamons, that when a ratling cn.pty Efquire,wifh 
■ ivhom I had a Conteft, did, with a De%n to eicpofe me, and to baf- 

' fle my Ciiife, read it over at the petty Scilions in VtcrtfsTi, Nn-gmhtr 
1708, not one Gentleman or Clergy-ram did offer to fpeak igaiiifi it 
all tlie Time that I was there ; fo far from It, thai the above-nienti- 

on'd Sit FrancM V , the beft Gendeman there for Eftaie aciJ good 

Senfe, as foon as the Letter was read, cty'd out, Is this all ? W .n, 

tlioi, haft ixfas'd thy filf, injirad tf the Parjon .- And clfewhere in my 
hearing at his own Houfe, he faid to a Ctcrsy-man, Mt-Tirjhr of 
Darn, ihiit lie was loth to commend me to my Face, bat faid the Let* 
1 ingenioufly wioce. The Truth of iris, the Letter was only a 
chatitable fcafonable Reproof to a prating, idle, -wotthlefs, ftjife- 
lefs Couple, who envying the Merit in others, which they cannot ar- 
rive to themfelves, take an awkivatd Pieafure to undermine it, by 
inventing and propagating horrid and iiif.iinoii3 Untrnths, and, like 
the Devil, have no other Way to make themfelves toletablyeafy, but 
by making otheis uneafy : Both the Folly and Wickedneft of which 
fchavionr, efpecially in a Clergy-man and his Wife, (who ought, a- 
bdve tJthers, to know and praftife better.) TheDefign of titat Epi- 

. ftle, was, to prove, as by feveral Topicks drawn from Religion and 
Morality, fo by one in particular 'drawn from a inote indearing Prin- 
ciple, Self-Inteieft, which I thought would prevail with fiich little 
old Folk, bener than all the reft, viz. The Provocation it would give 
the injur'd Party to make a Retaliation, by rehearling of Stories e- 
qiially fcaiidalous relating to them- All which being writ in a pri- 
vate Way, and nothing affirm'd which toiich'd the Reputation of the 
'tt'dnian, but only hinted at as a Report, could not poflibly do thera 
any Hurt without their own divul^ng the Letter, ijut might luid 
ought to have done them a great deal of Good, in making them mend 
their Manners, and be n^ore cautious for the ftilure, if they had had 
the Grace or the Prudence to have made fiich a tight Ufe of, and na- 
nwal Inference from it. But to proceed. The fecond.graniJ Accufa- 
tion againft me, is, (pag. %•}.) that I take away the Power of the 
Keys, and fay, the Abfolution of the Church is no mote than a 
Feather in a Mail's Cap.

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?.ny Thing that had that Meaning, I utterly deny, and chdienge the 
Curate, and all his wretched Gang, to produce a iingle Winicfs a- 
gain/l me in.thisPoint,^ except it.be one of. the profligate Cert i/icatc- 
jnen J (of whofe bright Chara^ers, and hopeful Lives, IfhaJl/give 
the Reader a 1-arge Account by and; by) whofe Tcftrmony therefore, 
lipon that very Confederation, no Coiut of Judicature^ or- any unby- . 
afs'd Man, will take to be credible. What gave an Handle to ill Will 
to rfiife this Calumny, was this : In the ^eginnuig* of 1708 a Cler- 
gy-man of Kent^ in a Sermon of his before a Peer^ did carry the Point 
of C^nfefjlon and Abfolut'ton io far,^ that that Gentleman, notwith- 
Handing fiis Zeal for the Chiirch.is as eminent, as his Learning, and- 
other noble Qualities, was diilatisfyM at it ; but however, modeftly 
diftriiillng his own Judgment, he afk'd the Opinion of his Grace the 
Arch-Rifhop of Tori, who delivered it contrary to the Affertion of the 
Minifler. This occafion'd a controverlial Difcourfe among the Cltxf 
gK when they chanc*d to meet by themfelves j at one of which at . 
SwMifcomb^ /w/y the fame Year, I chanc'd to. be. This Subjedl: hap- ^ 
pen'd to be mention'd again, where two other Clergy-men and a 
ypiith were all the Company, I fitid, that although the Church of 
t(ome and the Lutherans very much praftis'd priyate Confeffion to the 
Prieft, and Ahfohtion frofh him, yet the Church of England WiA ve- 
ry little Strcfs upon them ; efpecially upon the latter. Witnefs, that 
the Church never enjoins its Members tb mikt J fecial Confeffion of their 
Sills to the Prieft, but before the receiving of the. holy Communion, 
and at the Viiitation of the Sick, and then only when the Party in 
tlj^, former Cafe cannot quiet his own Confcience ; and in the latter, 
if he feds his Confcience troubled with any weighy Matter. That as 
fof,^l?fohitionj (I flill mtimt of fri^ate^ for there lay the Point of the 
Argument) th^ Chiurch was fc indifferent^ that it did not enjoin the 
Prieit to ufe it, even after fuch a Confejjion-y unlefs the iick Perfon hum" . 
Lly and earneftly deixre it : and therefore I faid the Church of Eng- 
Jarid did probably, out of ner ufual Moderation, retain frigate Abjo- 

• Intion^ rather not to give Offence to her Subjefts of. the Roman Per- 
fw^flon, (who at the Beginning of the Reformation, and for a long 
Time afterwards, were vaflly more numerous than the Protcftants, 
and who always flickle much for this Ceremony) rather than out of 
an Opinion, either of its Neceflity or Ufefulneil. This Difcoiyrfe of 
mine did by no Means pleafe my two Neighbours, who were highly 
for the other Sidjp of the Qiieflion, and undertook to confute nle, by 
urging the Saying of our Saviour in the Gofpel to St. Teter^ And I will 

* giye unto thee the Keys of tl/e. Kingdom of Heayen ; and vohatfoeyer thou 
Jhalt bind on Earthy fiall be boiina in Heayen ; and vohatfoeyer thon JhaJt . 

^hofe on Earthy fhaU be Joofed in Heayen, I reply'd, that many emi- 
nent Divines underftood by thefe Words, not the extraordinary Pow^ 
ef of Excommunicati6n and Abfolution, but the ordinary Power of ' 
preaching tjie Gofpel ; fo thatwhofbever of the fews or Gentiles fhould 
hearken to its Inflitucions, and be hofen'd from their Sins on Earthy 
Ihould in Proportion be loos' d in Heayen^ and fay' d ; but that they who 
^O^tiui^'d bound in their Sins, and did not quaiify themfelves by 
; ' • . ' "■ Faith 
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Faith aiyi Repentance to be loosed oh Earth, fhoiild continue as bound 
in HeaVen^and prUh ; or taking ^ for granted tj\at by Ktys was meant 
the outward, Difcipline of the Churchy yet they could neyei: prove 
VRiyATEQiTtfeffon from tliefe Words. I argu'd pn, and f^id, I was 
the more confirrii'd in my Opinion,that the Church laid no great Strefs 
upon />riV4te AbfohitioTij becaljfe', contrary to all her Other Iniljituti-. 
ohs and Rites, the Form of Abfohuion^ jkh^t frirate Ca?ifeffion^ was 
plainly of a late Date; that the Words, labfohethe^ were never us*d 
in any Church EaJIern or Wefiern^ until the twelfth Centitry ysaid thtn by 
very few, and yet to fofteh that^Expreflion, which fcem d iww and 
bold, fome rnixM thefe Words, Info far as is granted to my Fr<ti/fy, . and 
others thefe Words, As fat as the Accnfation eomes from, tkeey ^\d as t/fe 
' Tarion is inme, I,in£fted, that even thefe ForiiTis were little pradtis'd 
for above two hundred Years ; infomuch tl^at Wifliam^ Arch-bifhop of 
JParh^ wholiv*d inthe 14th Century, fpeaks of the F!orm of ,^^J^/?<-. 
tiony as given only as a Prayer, and not as given in thefe Words, Ja^ 
fiiyethee ; fo that this Practice, tho* begun in other Places before that 
. Times, yet was not known fo long after in the greateft City of the 
Chriftian World, and by confequence, was not fliUy eftablilli'd in the 
Church, until the latter end of the fourteenth, or the beginning of th^ 
fifteenth Century. 

But thefe two Gehtlemens Talents do not lie at Church-Hiftory^ but 
at a Bottle, and Shooting, and Courling, which a-re their geiiera! 
Employments^ and therefore as they were little able to argue 
from that Topick, fo they were too proud to yield up the Argii- 
ment, tho* bAffl^d in it, *nd ftill, Cukoo-like, could fing but one . 
Time, and hung unmercifully upon the aforefaid Text, tho* nothing 
at all to their Purpofe. So that I was obliged to clbfer Reafbning with 
them, and ask*d thofe profoiuid Scholars wherein the Ncoeffity of /ri- ' 
yate Abfohition to a fick ;ind dying Peribn lay, for either he was truly 
penitent for all his Sins, or not 5 if he was not, the Abfohition of the 
Prieft, was but a Feather in his Cap, and woufd do him no. manner 
of Kindnefs in the other World 5 if he ^vas penitent, there was ftill 
little or no Occalion for the Prieft's -^^yo/j<tfon,*l)ecaufe God Almighty 
had pardon'd him. already. This is the true Account of irfy Senfe and 
Judgment of Confejjlon and Abfohition at that Time 9 and none but fiich 
^fudafes in Converfation as thefe, and the reft of the Certificate Craw, 
would expofe to a Brother's Difcredit fuch Difcourfe, which was only 
us,*d for Arguments Sake, and to pafs away Time agreeably, like Scho- 
lars and Clergy-men ; efpecially when if any thing was to be blam'd, 
it was their own Ignorance. However, I am £0 far from being a- 
ftum'd of my Opinion in this Matter, when rightly reprefented, 
that to give them the greater Advantage over me, I here declare I will 
ftand to it, and will enter the Lifts wit]i the late Curate and all his 
Gan^, whenever they fhall pleafe to oppofe it ; even though they 
call in the late celebrated Sermon of • Dr. Brett^ to their Aili- 
ft^nce. 

The third graad Accufation againft me, Pag. 43, how I have been 
fb iiuenc upqn the Difcourfe of one of my Brethren, where L^had 

nothing 



Hothiiig to do in Ac Company, that I havefwom even toth&Eecho of 
Wtrrdsy and plung'd my felf into a flaming Crimei that merits, (as he 
feith) among the reft of my Anions, a mortifying and fcverc Re- 
pentance. 1 cannot well tell what this Gentleman would have, by 
that elegant Expreffion of his, the ^ccho of Words. ^ if l^ means by it, 
that I was at fuch a Diftance from the Party, that I cou^d not hear 
his Difcourfe, biit at (econd hand, or from the Iteration of it m fbme 
Caverns or hallow Places, which is the true Notion of an BIccho ; their 
this is one of thofe innumerable Lies with which this liibel is com- 
|)0s*d, for I was not only witfein View, but a very fmall Diftance* 
of him, and had been obferving his Condudirand 'Wbrds for fome Timet 
}f he means by the Eccbo of the Wbrdsy the Sound of them, he talks 
like a meer Ignoramus, in making that an Objedtion, fince all Words 
are heard in Proportion to their Sound, and can be heard by no other 
Means. As for the Pretence, that the Party- only faid, If the Lord be 
God^ foUow him ; if BiH'^ follow him^ it is only a Sham ; the Oaths and . 
Ciirfes im6eath*d him for, (yi^*J By G-dy you are a Boobj \ iW— rwe^ 
Bob, wAjF do not you fend your Wife to Chtirch^ Jf^— (fcj tU boxyott^ an^Iay 
iy my Wrvinity^ and the like, were fpoke before he made that Exhor- 
tation ; and in all Probability, that pious Reproof of the Prophet EH*' 
iai) had not been prophan'd at that Time, by the unfaftify'd Mouth 
of this profligate Levite^ had not fome Body given him Notice, that . 
I was obiferving him. As for my having nothing to do in the Com- 
]pany, I had as much Right to be there, as he or anyone elfe, it being 
at a noted publick Houfe upon the Road, Where I had befpoke a Slip- 
per and a Lodging, in myReturn from a Journey to London. I confeAi, 
I {lionld not have been a Spectator of the Scene, if it had not been 
lot a meer Accident; for juft as I was going to Bed, fome Body was 
£iying, ■ that Mr. Ch — mafs was quarrelling at the Door 6n Horfeback, 
with the High-Conftablc * I had Jieard fo much of the ill Behaviour 
of the former, in his brink, that I was curious to take a Httle No-/ 
tice of him in that Circumftance ; and there I pertook of the Tra- 
gy-Comedy above-mentiouM, and was both an Eye and Ear Witne/s . 
toi the naufeoife and ftumeful Medly, of Preaching and taking God*k 
Name in vain, of Exhortation and Challenging, of fpititnal and 
carnaf Weapons, above-mention*d. Now, as I had no manner of Rea- 
§^n to cover that Gentleman's real Crimes, who had £b fcurvily im- 
posed falfe ones upon me, hi the Bufinefs of the Certificate, (of which 
more hereafter) ib Prudence engaged me to reform him according to 
Law,. bec»ufe about two or three Weeks before, one of my Parilh had 
informed me, how this fpi ritual Brother of mine^ being one and thir- 
ty, as he exprefe*d it in his Country Dialefl, (alias Drunk) had abus*d 
me behind my back at Dartford^ and I charitably thought that the 
Itatueable Mulct, for fuch Excefles, woidd be a Means to make him 
more cautious for the future, now he let himfelf be conquer 'd by a 
Vice which made him fo injurious to me, as well as fhameful to him- 
felf suid Cloath. But, faith the Libeller, vtry dogmatically, the 
Company attefted to the contrary ; toivhich I reply as dogmatically, 
that they were fo f^r from doing fo when I was there, that a Wo- 

ipan 
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I man of another Parifli, altogether a Stranger to jne, iipan- ray aflt- 
l ing her the Qiieftien, upon the Spot, avcri'd, that he Avore fcveral 
I tinjej, anil not one of the Company deny'dir, lutoniyfaid, that 
f they did Hot lake Notice; ajid had not this Vciran made fuch a De- 
I. claraiion, I had not proceeded. Nay, the Parry himfeif ivas fo con- 
^ fciou* of this Crime, that when the High-ConftaUe came to fetve the 
|~Warrant, aad leiy the Money upon him, he made no Complaint of 
hisUf^e, or deny'd the Fadt, but ddir'd himloOay, and he would 
I paythe Fine. But having met a/lerwards with a little diminutive, 
► cmpty-jkull'd ]ufticeof Peace, one faDious for his implacable Eumity 
[ tome, ai well as his buly, conftant Impertinence, and invincible 
I RirtneTs to all, the latter took care, Ly bafe indiredl Method*, to 
[ ftifle the Qiiecii's Evidence, a Crime of fo flagrant a Nature, that a 
L Cojnnitter of it was feverely fin'd by the Court of King's-Baich^ in 
F King Charlti the ad'sTime ; and having thus privately tamper'd witii 
all the Company before, and prefumiug 10 tell them what Mr. Ch—mafi 
faid, inftead of being contented with what they lold him, he fum- 
I mon'd forae whom he thought ivould be for his Porpjfe, to the petty 
I SeiJIions at Dartford., and admitted others ivhofe Teilimony he found 
Would be againft his Coirefpondent ; and fo he and the other J«ftice 
I of the Peace, whoifTu'd it out after a tricking, dark, and longCaliaL 
[ fupprefs'd the Warrant, contrary to all manner of Law and RcafonL 
' So that if any Body be pcrjur'd in this Bufinefs, it is their Nump-skuU 
nWorlliips, who, contrary to their Oath, not only neglefted, but |jer- 
verted their Office. For, in the firlt PUce, they had no manner of 
Power either to refufe or ftop their Warrant in fuch a Cafe; the 
AiSt of Parliament having, on purpofe to pre\'ent fuch Dawbing and 
Partiality, politlvely cammanded all Jiiftices of Peace and other 
Officers, to be afliftiiig in their feveral Stations, to levy the Money 
upon the Party, upon Penalty of five Pounds ; and leaves the Party 
inform'd again ft, no other Way of righting himfeif, ifhe thinks he 
is wrong'd, than to bring aa Aftion againft the Informer ; but upon 
the Penalty of giving the Defendant treble Coft,if he caft or nonfulted, 
or difcontinue theAftion. 3ecoiidly,TheJufti<;esof Peace did ftifle the 
Qiiecn'a E|vidence, not only againft plain Cafe of Law, but without 
Allowing him to fpeak a Word in behalf of the Queen or himfclf j 
which undeniably proves (hey were unjuft, however falfe or erro- 
nious the Evidence ivas ; for as Seneca well obfeivcs, and admirably 
cxprefles it,

Thirdly, the ptetcndedWitneffes for Mr, C/; — m/i/i, were iiot exa-

never yer look'd upon in a fair Court of Judicature, as a Ballance lo 

[blemn Oaihe ; efpeci^Ily ivheii proceeding fioiD Peafancs and Day- 

^Louiers, in OppoJiiion to a QUrgy-man. 

Foutt^ily, 
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Fourthly, Such as they were,they dfd not pretend to contradi^ my 
Teflimotty; they only faid, they did not hear Mr. Ch—mafs fwear j 
which might well be faid confiftently enough with my Oath^ by their 
Want of Attention befote, or Forgctfiilnefs afterwards. 

Fifthly, The Proceedings in this Affair, were very fecret, none be^. 
ing fuffer'd to be prefent, either at the Examination of the pretended 
, Witnefles, or at the Cohfiiltation of the few Juftices at this petty 
Sfcflions,' but themfelves ; which makes the whole Tranfaflion vety 
ju(\ly liable to Sufpicion ; efpeci^illy confidering that the Majority 
of the Juftices were my declared Violeuts, and malicious Enemies. 

Sixthly, The moft creditable and jfubftantial Witneffes, did after- 
wards coiifefs at the Red Cow, in my Parifli, before a great Company, 
that he did not hear Mr. Cb — mafs fwear, but own*d he curs*d fevcral 
times ; which join 'd with a remarkable Circumftance I had before 
learn'd from the Houfe where the Seffion was held, (yi%,) That k Bi- 
ble was once earneftly call'd for by one of the Juftices, and accord* 
ingly laid by the Drawer irt an Appartment adjoining, (Lccaiife, as I 
faid before, no indifferent Perfon was fuffer'd to entet the Court-: 
Room, while the Caufe was depending, although Several People, out 
of Cnriofity, came on purpofe to attend) but the Bible was not made ' 
ufeof, is a Key which unlocks the great Myftery,.why the pretended 
Witneffes wei-e not , fwoni, namely, becaufeupon a nice lifting of thcf 
Matter, thcfe hopeful and upright Judges perceiv'd that the Depofiti-" 
ons, if to6k, would make for me, inftead of againft me. All which 
put together, I am confident every unbiafs'd Reader will not only 
acquit me 'oftbia "horrid Accufat ion, but fix the Crime of Huiffling and 
Prevarication on thofe who would fix it on me. But, faith the Li-, 
beller, Tff'at Gentleman is of an wijpotted Charafier ; a very great Ch^-rac- 
tcr indeed, if tiue, and hard to be met with, efpccially in our Neigh- 
bouirhood ! But what doth the Scribler mean by an itnfpotted Cha- 
racier ? if he means by it a very good oixe,. there is not a more noto- 
rious Falftiood in all his Scroll, he being" never commended for any ' 
one good Qiialiry. But here lies the XTream of the Jeft ! he wafhes out 
all his moral and religious Stains, with abundance of ftrong Liquor 
every pay and Night, and by this means his Charadl:er becomes un- 
fpotted ! In this only Senfe,it can be faid with Truth, that thatGen- 
tJeman'sCharafhr is wiffoned^ and in this Senfc'I readily grant it, be 
being reputed the ftouteft and moft conlhint Drinker, not only of 4fts 
Parifh, b^t of all Kenty it being a commonThing with him, as I have 
heard from many of thofe who are intimate with him, to make thei 
greateft champions ih that ProfefFion of his Neighbourhood, Drunk at 
Night before Morning, after having conquer'd as able a Set in the 
Day-time. And he isfb fafnous for his confhint Application to Exce/s . 
this way, that Things of the greateft Importance cannot often di\'ert 
him from it, infomij^h that his late dyingWife, in her Agonies,could 
nDt prevail upon him to defer his going to Uoclnfier^ upon ftich an v , 
Account,but for one Day, although, to her inoft earneft Supplications, 
ihe added die terrible Threatening, that her Ghofijheitjd haunt Inm if fie 
d/dofthap Sichiefsy zs{\ittc?iUy (\i{}i.

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The fourth Acciifation agaiiift ms, is, Pag. ry, thatl Iiave ninMucJc^ 
»nd villainouJly aud fcandaloiifly rtvil'd rhe gteatefl Minifteri 
of State ; and Pag- a6, that I had in an opm Coffee-hoiife this Ex- 
prellion, ThMyiVain'K — ]y, '(ij /TiiJ, h^ehig ta Lemadt LordofOvfordj 
mnd High-Trtafitrer of England ; ?.nd that I would give a Loofc n&w, 
leaft it might be Scaniahim Mn^natiim h'rtafrer. To this I anfwey. 
That as the Devil is the Father of all Lies, fb he never begat any of 

.late Years with mute 'Wat mih and Spirit, than thislefote us; each 
Part of the Story being as faJfe as it is ihocking, and as malicious »S 
'tis dangerous. I very feldom life the 'Vi'orJ Villain", and never apjtiy 
it to a Minifter of State; nor did lever ufe a'ft'otd of Scorn, much 
iefi that rude EKpreilion, concerning that Great Man ; leaft of all did 

, I fay, I would fiive a Looft or a Swing at that prefent, for fear of the 
Piilii^ment hereafter. The true Hiftory of the Conference, is this ; » 
certain Man who, I underltood afterwatds, was once his Butler, about 

^ two Yeats agone, was difcourfiiig with another concerning the Titles 
"^ which the Repott ran her Majcity was going to confer upon the afore- 
faid Gentleman 5 and having beflow'd abundance of fiilfum Panegy- 
ticks upon his Quondam Maftet, as that he was the aUeft Minifter of 
State that eret was in Engldi^d, and the like, ivhich I then took no 
Notice of; atlaft he addrefs'd himfelf to me, perceiving that I was 
a Clergy-man, and told me, that he was the beit Friend to the Church 
that ever the Far/am fidiJ. I, Who am generally loth to receive lu- 
ftiudtions from Sirangers, without they be back'd with Reafun, dcfirM 
to know wherein? He anfwet'd, inthathe had fav'd both Church and 
State ftom the lateMiniftty. I defir'd the Favour of the Proofs ; but 
as that Perfon's Talents and Education did not lie towards. Arguments, 

^ he endeavoiir'd to fupply the want of Reafon ivith Flattery, and run 
on highly in Commendation of that Minifter's even Conduft, and 
Stesdinefs to his Principles. As Conttadiilion nanirally beg;ts Con- 
tradiflion, as Fife doth Fire, I fjid to this, that although I did by no 
means call in Quelliou that Great Man's Fitnefs for thofe emineiir 
Pofli he then did or fliould fill, fo I hiimlily ptefume he was theti 
commended in the wrong Place ; had you prais'd him for his great 
Keading, or his great Abilities ai a Manager of theTieafury, ot a 
States-roin, I fliould have conciiri'd with you; Lni to talk on this 
TOpickyoudo, is a meer Jell. He hascontinu'dand ftucJi no clofer 
to his Principles or Party, than other Men ; for though be was the 
Head of the Toriw in the Houfe of Commons foimetly, and three 
■•itnes cbofes Speaker by them, yet in that very Poit he fotfopk them 
«t the critical Time of the Conformiiy-BiU, when they had mcft need 
of him, ajid oppos'd the r*cking of it, tho' he voted for it, anJ 
fhottly afterwatds was made Secreiaty of State, for what REASON 
jnay be eafily gueft'd. He afterwards (faid I) voted againft the

bdngtTj vrtitn thatfatppas Qiieflion was put, and madtf SpeechA agaiflft 
it. And in fbort, iaidlo ^^ . ^ ^^ never preferred to a Cotirt-Pkce 
until tbcni> fo he had^ hi^ Advancement tljroogh the very fame Per- 
ions iy bo composed the bite Miniibry, as badasLit was, and conparr'd 
^Ith tliem in all thehr Meafiljres, luitil, like a TRUE CoqrtLet, ^e at^ 
tempted to trip up the Heels of his Bciiefadlorsf, and vns fairly tum'd 
Cut for hisPaios« This was the utmoH: I faid upon that Sub)e£t ; nor 
do I think the Gentleman wasfb bafe as to make fuch a falfe and per^^ 
verted Narrative, as is laid to my Charge, but that it is purely an In- 
vention (fo far as. it rehktes to my Prejudice) of the late Curate^s. 
8ut if! am deceivM in my charitable Opinion of the former^ I gueis 
at the Reafbn of fuch barbarous Ufage. Tiuit Party faid, at the DiA 
courfe abovc-mention'il, that the Comfliittce of Lords appointed to tt" 
amine Ong in Newg4tej proffer *d to get him 8po /., a Year, beiida 
a Pkrdon, if he would but accufe Mr. H- — ly, I reply *fl, I wacs a Man 
of ikch Moderation, and had too high an Opinion of the Hmfi ^ 
Lordsy that I verily believ'd fuch a Number of Men could not bt 
pick'd out of either Party, that would attempt fo wicked and in- 
fiuman an AfVion, much lefs the worthy Patriots of that Committee ( 
and we need go no farther, faid I, to refute this, moufbous Ca- 
lumny, than the Paper of Greg himfelf, at his Execution, which being 
fo favoiurable to Mr. H-— /)r, would not have faird to have mentio^ 
the Propofal of fuch a Bribe, if there had bee^ ai>y Truth in it, as * 
Thing very much to the Honour of both, Ind no lefs to the Difgntf5e 
of -all their Enemies. Which grofs Abufe of a choice Number of No* 
blemen, fo eminent both for their Qiiality and Service to their Coun- 
try, not to mention the filthy Re/leftioncafl upon "the Right Revejfend 
and Illuilrious the Biflipp of Sdntm^ which I have not Time, to relate, 
much lefs confute, might well induce this quondam Domeftick to cxy 
Whore firfl ; and with fbme degree of Prudence, though none of Ho- 
ntdty-j to lay the Foundation of a falfe Accufation againfl i^ie, for 
fear of being truly accused himfelf, t^c. 

The fifth Accufation againft me, !«, Pag. 36, that I, like a wild 
jirab^ did fall foul on the Means of my learned Uncle ; to this I an- 
fwer, it is a notorious Fallhood, and I once more defy all my Enemies 
to produce a fingle Witnela iagainft roe ; except, perhaps, it may Ue 
tlie Teflimony of one of themfelves ; and how much fuch diflorted 
Evitlencc and corrupt PartJulity is to be credited, I have already 
hinted. I appeal to the People 6f the Houfe where I have coftflantly 
Boarded for upwards of feven Years, and by confequencewith whom. 
J have fo much conversed, and to any of the Inhabitants of Graytftndy 
with whom I have had inuchmore Society, than with any pf the 05r- 
tificate-Men, to acquit or condemn me in this Particular, The Truth 
df it is, inftead of harbouring any Difrefpedl or ill Will to my Uncle, 
I have vindicated his Allies from the Infults that have been made upon 
them, by fome of this very Gang : But this is not the firflTime they 
have honoured me with laying Things to my Charge, which I har^' 
been fo far from doing, that I have aAtdJufl the ^uitecontrary, as 
will i»0fe fwUy appeal her»ft«n 
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The firth Acctirition »giinft me, is, for frequent and bibituU 
■Dninkennefi; but though he be fo pofilive as to the Charge, heis 
very cautious as to the Time, Place, or any other Circumibiiice of 
Proof, for fear of being confuted ; and therefore we have the initial 
Letters of fome Town, without the Pafticiilars of Houfes or Com- 
pany, to give fomuch as an Air of Probability to his Scandals. And 
by fach general Afieriions in theLunip and ciiule Indiflments, it wa» 
in the Power of the moft uroflig^ce Ralte in the WorlJj jf you will 
■ Twit credit his Impudence, to fiv a rhoufsnd Brands upon the graveft 
Bifliops, and molt abftemious Authorities. Indeed, at the latter end 
of the Page tie comes clofe to the Point, and ftrikes a Blow after his 
long Floutifli and mighty Hrandillimeiit of his Arms ; and in Words 
at length, and not in Figures, upbraitls me, that the Barber of D4W- 
fird was formerly as great with me as Nichojai and the Curate in Von 
Qnixoty ajid chat we have ply'd one another Hand and Fift until two 
or three of the Clock in the Morning; and that I have been led liome 
' from the new Tavern, when it was not in my Power to maxclioff. 
As to the firft of t he fe Brandies, I never was inCompanyover aGiUf* 
of ftrong Liquors with any Barber in Darrfard, but otic, and with 
that Psribn bwt very feldom, and never kit by Accident. As to the 
Beafon of his being ohjeftcd here, 1 can the better anfwct, becaufe I 
had Occafion to (peak fully to it before the Bifliop, about four Years 
agone, the fitfl: Day of/iuit iTog, when the Calumny ivisTrcfli, and 
all the Matter could be well rJtflember'd. The whole Hiftory then of 
this mighty Crime, was this ; on the Tfmr/day of the £d^ei;-Week that 
Year, after a ViAt paid to a Knight and a dignify'd Clergy-man in 
the Neighbourhood of Darifurd^ it growing late, and 1 on Foot, I 
caird in at the George of that Town, for a Loilging, it being Holy- 
day-tiroe, and I alone; ihlsB^rber came to me, with a fingle Mug of 
Ale in his Hand, and would needs drink to me ; Icivilly endeavour'd 
to excufe my felf, by allcilging, I liad been tailing better Liquors ; 
I«it he would take no Denial, and oiTcr'd to club with me for a Bottle 
of Wine, I could not refiife this, (at leafl my Modefty told me fo) 
without giving him Dif£,ufi: One Bottle of Wine with the finale 
- Man, was all the Liqiiorwe drank, by ihe fanie Token, as I told my 
Lord, the Reckoning came to FJeven-pence Half-penny i-piecc. It 
- nvai almoft Nine of the Clock when we join'd Cbmpjny, and I was 
in Bed before Eleven at the fipe Houfc. I defi^'d the Bifliop, if he 
was not fatisfy'd, to make an Inquiry into thisScene; but I never 
heard any more of it from his Lcrdthip, or any one elfe, 'iVil rtiis 
Pamph]et came out ; and doubtleft it hid' not been inferted there, but 
that the maiicioii! Author was lefolv'd to (luff his Sheets with aiiy 
■Thing which he thought was to my Diftepntalion, whether it was 
true or falfe. As to the other Branch, cmcerning the new Tavern, 
there is no Place call'd by that Name in all the Country, but a cer- 
tain publjckHoufe in Crayefend; I never Wdi at the Houfe but twiccj 
lie firft Time was in the Company of i very worthy Gentlenun, i 
neighboufjng luftice of Peace, ind the then Mayor of Grarefrnd^ 
andotheti of thu Corporation, at the Evening of the Qjicen'i Con»- 
D J Biii'jn- 
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nUtoni-Day 1711 J Two Hours was the outfide we fiaid ; there were 
but three Bottles of Wine drank between five in Corapny, and no o- 
thet Liquor be/ide. Any of thofeperfons, ortlieThingit felf, canwit- 
nefs how far I Wis fiom being Drunk, as this Libeiter reptefenn n». 
The other Time 1 was there, was in fitly following, in the Company 
of a Gentleniin belonging to the Ordinance-Office At Grayfeiui, who 
had often before (lefir'd to drink a Glafs of 'Wiiie with me, vid onlya- 
_ nocher Perron belonging to the Cultom-houfe, was with us. I hare 
Jince difcours'd with the abovefaid Gentleman, concerning this 31an> 
det, and he clcarM me openly in the CofFee-houfe this very hft Snm- 
mer, averring, I wis fo far from being led Home from the nta Tr*mt, 
or not having it in my Power to march off, that I was the firft that 
brolce up the Company, and went off on my own accgrd, without 
any Body touching me, to the j^n^e/, where I lodg'd; andfcfiuww 
I from being overpower'd with Urink, that the aforefald Gentleima 
eatneflly prefs'd we might take the other Mottle, and w/nt back to 
iiis oihet Companion, to bring him to join with us ; and t had fo 
much Government of my felf, as to take rliat Opportunity to go to 
Bed, and would not rife when they knock'd at my Door, to be merry 
■with them again. From hence we may naturally infer^ what Credit 
is to lie given to his obfcure Hints and dubious Expreflions in the o- 
thcr Parts of his Accufat.ion, and where he dares not fpeak out plainly, 
when he is fo horribly rniftaken (wilfiilly ornu, IwUlnortake upon 
me to determine) in thofe Cafes, which he urgeth againft me 'with 
the greateft Confidence. Not that I pretend to be wholly exempt 
from Sins of Infirmity, under this Head ; it is poffible my Enemie^ 
upon a very fevere Scrutiny of a feven Years Life and ConverJation, 
fpcnt in rhis Neighbourhooil, and Airroimded with Spies of all forii, 
may find a Slip or two of this Nature; but I am fure thefe. Failing* 
■will be foimd ro be fo very few within fo large i Compafs of Time, 
I am conSdeni fewer than any of the Certificate-Men, either of the 
Clergy or Gentry, can bpaft of ; and thefe Advantages to be gain'd 
over me more by addiifUng my felf to fmall Liquors at my Meals, 
than to the Qiiantity of any generous Diink, took eirtier in publick 
or private. For the Truth of this, I dare appeal to moft of my Ene- 
mies, and Would even to this 'Wrerch himfelf, had he not given us in 
this Book fo many and great Inftancesjthat he will ftick at nothing to 
gratify his Malice, and that his Pen and Tongue, like the Devil, are 
rhe fertile Womb of Forgeries and Lies : However, I challenge both 
him and them in this next hopeful Piece, to produce a Lift of thofe 
Taverns and Ale-houns I have been Drunk in, with the Certificates 
of the MafterB, or any other credible Petlbns, to be the Vouchers. Un- 
ril this be done, Ihope it will be no Breach of ijodefty in me, to de- 
file tlie Reader to looJt upon me to l>e as Sober aj moft of my Neigh- 
bours of the Clergy. In the mean Time, I aver that there is none 
of tbijfe Places in all the Country, which, take one Time with ano- 
Mi;r, I '.tive fate down oftcner than Once in a Twelve-month, except 
;: !ic upon the Occdifion of a Journey, or to take up a Lodging. I 
:aujl toni'.ff, I did not expeft to be attacJt'd on this Q!urter> and 
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■bad not fbrae People lardcu'd thetr Hnrtsuid Btowj, to the etmott 
Degree of Brafs and Stone, they *voiiId never have ftatted chitOb- 
jeflion agiinil me, fince they do, or might eafily know, that 
rayconflant Drink atMeals is fmall Beer; that I often do not taftc-s 
Drop of ftrong Liijiior for a Month or JixWeeks together ; that I very 
feldom come info any Company where any Thing of that fori is flir- 
ting ; that the only Divcrikin I have in the Country, is to go to the 
Coffee-houfe at Graytftad twice a Weei:, and read the News-Papeis ; 
and my conffant Expences in Tea or other inoifEnllve Liquors ; that to 
•void the very Sufpicion of my iudulging ray felf in higher Plea- 
fures, I rarely lie in the Town, but return Home in the darkeft 
Nights and fhoneft Seafons of the Year, ahhough Iwalk itbacftwurdi 
and forwards, amounting to the Space of eight Mii« at leaft, info- 
tnuch that fome, even of my Enemies, have ivondet'd IwouUdeny 
my felf fo, and declw'd they would not do the like for a Guinea a 
Titne. So thai upon the whole, I hiimbly prcfitme I live as much 
letir'd, and enjoy as little of the fenfual Comforts of Life, as moft (I 
will not fay any) of the Clergy of this Diocefc, or the next. 

I forgot to take Kotice, in its proper Place, of the Intimacy the 
Curate alledges there is between mc and the Barber of Durtford ; but 
tipon reading over his Libel again, T cannot fotVear here to infen, 
that there it no Manner of Foundation either for the Aflertion, or 
the witty Comparifon he makes thereupon, I having never been at 
his H^ife upon any Occafion, than to be {hav'd, nor he at minenp- 
on the leafl Pretence wtiaifoever. But fuppofmg this to be true, it it 
no reafonable Obie£tion againfl me, becaule he hath often vtfited and 
din'd with fome of the neighbouring Clergy, who have much better 
Preferment than my felf. And fince this Gentleman is pleas'd to re- 
flea upon the Company I keep, I here take rbc Liberty to inform 
him, and all others ivhom it may concern, that my Life is generally 
lecliife, and my Acquaintance very few, for all the Time I have Iieen 
ia Krni. I never was familiar with aJiy inferior to my felf; the 
»vorft Company lever kept, was himfelf and the reft of the Certificate 
Sparks, of the Gentry and Clergy; and the fcandilous Lives of fome 
of thofe Perfons, and the notorious Injuftice of them all, Iiave given 
me very good Rcafon both to be afliaiti'd and to lament, that ever I 
had any Knowledge of them. 

The iiiHh Accufation of me, is, Pag, jS. That I have treated with 
opprobrious Name), and without any previous Provocation, feveral 
Divines, the initial I<ettets of whofe Names, he there prefents us 
with. Kow, it happens very unluckily for him, that, in the firft 
Place, there is not one of thofe Perfoiis he fuggelb, but what hath 
given me previous Provocation ; nay, the utmoft imaginable, in the 
BofineG of the Certificate. Secondly, That whatever hard Thing was 
faid of them, it was faid to their Paces, and by confequence, I did 
much more honourably by them, than they in their dark clandeltine 
Methods, did by me. Thirdly, Granting that I did in my Paflion 
call them Kmtfti and Jtafiahj it was but cslling a S^di a Sfntdt ; the 
pC4GtKfO)u Mid iohumaa Ufsge of in;, i« the above-meitiion'd ^^ir. 
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%iid Ibtat otben, Hi ftMy cifitic!e thtm to Ibch comic Bplth«l0| Ml 
■much worft Ufag«. And therefore, as B^ fitltafan once pksiAat)5r 
did lo his Companion, Although tkttre was no Rhime in the Diftowfi^ 
I then iis*d, it vms Trne, So that not only the Foundation of this 
ObjeAion is falfe, but that little in it which is otheiwii^, is nothift^ 
«t all to his Purpofe, and rather wounds my £i\einie8, than me. ddt^ 
he fays, in the latter End of the fame Page, ehat I was not oontent ] 
to iingle out one or two, but, like Drawcunfir^ I attacked the whoie 
Body of the neighboiuring Brethren, faying, that they are odious to ! 
theCoiuitry, fcandalous, — - hopeful Creatures, — - 9, Stench in the 
Noftrils of Mankind, — Wretches — and a ibandal totheChurck 
To this I make the fame Anfwer I did immediately before ; the Boilt^ 
iom of this is a natorious FalQiood, the whole Body of the neighbour- 
ing Brethren, is neither mentioned nor hinted at in that Paper, none 
but the Certificate Crew were pohited at, and of thoft not all ; add 
Jiow all they have deferved of me, I have before fqggefled. As to tie 
flxpreflions here fet down, fomt of them were not us'd by me« the 
reft I was fo fair as to fend the Bifhop, ai^d by confequeuce, gave them 
ftA Opportunity to nuke theLr Defen(:e, if they thought they did not 
4€fervethem : And in the Inclofure of that Letter, and other Inftjru- 
ments before fenr, I fuifiolenrly made it appear, that how ugly ibe- 
rer the Pidlures I drew ^f them, look*d, they were exafily conforma^ 
hit to the Originals. 

The feventh Accufation %vith which he fills a whole Side, Pag. 39, 
^s, concerning my Carriage and Deportment towards the Gentry^ in 
• which, as he ftates it, there are as many Falfities as theve are Lines, 
For in the fir ft Place, I never as he malicioufly chargeth me with, 
fiwed tin Seeds of Dijfention among them induftrioiifly ; there have been 
Diilentions among the Gentry of my Neighbourhood, before I knew 
them, zM thofe as great, if not greater than any hsvire been fince, 
^r^itnefs the high Feuds of the petty Seflions, and in private Conver- 
iatiou, concerning the Murder of a certain Gamerkeeper in Southfieet^ 
1705; and what a great Struggle there was between the». at the 
Grande Jury of Afiize following, upon the Indif^mcnt of a certain 
/Captain, accus'd for being the Caufe of the AffiiiHne*s Efcape, and the 
fmall Majority by which the Bill was thrown out. As for the Dlf> 
fentions between fome of the Gentry and me,^ I ^either begun them, 
sior hindered the ending of them ; and as for the Diifentions between 
them and others, upon my Account, I was not the dire£l: Caufe, and 
inras no 9iore concerned in them, than that; a certain Gentleman in 
i»y Neighbourhood, of almod double the Age, s^nd treble the Learning 
auM Efhite of any of my Enemies, did voluntarily, without any 
linking of mincy efpufe my Qiiarrel, 'out of a thoroi^h Satisfafttpn 
In the Juilice of my Gaufe, the Reafonablenefi of th« Offers on s^y 
£de, and the trifling Ob|e€kions, die f^et Malice, and open Violence 
of theothev. ' I was fo fat from commencing unjuft Tirofecutions 
againft' two of tliem, aifd bj^ding them over to the Peace, when I 
in^lfetf' was th^ficft'Aggreflbr, as this wretched Libeller avers, that 

1 MO vrofecucioat wett ever moie jv& or necefiary. I was by bo 
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Means the Ag^elTor, either btfbie ot ifcerwards, and I patUtitljr 

fndui'd the foultft Language, djngetotis Thieatenings, and AiriolK 

f Affaults, from ixjrh thofe GentUtocB, before I apply 'd my felf tt> 

IJnitice for either of them ; and fo fat wa» I from not licing work'd 
upon, by the Advice of chofe few Friends of the Clergy and Gentif 
i had ftil] left ; or not letting any Remonftraiice put a Stop to the B&t- 
Wtry of my Tempei', as this Geinleman, with his tifiul Perverfenefi 
and Pervettingj lays to my Charge, that I gave entire Satisfaflion to 
I aUthofe who were fo charitable and friendly lo bothSides, it to 
offer their Mediation benviyt us. Tot (he Tmtli of this, I appeal to 

Ithe fitft Part of the Kemonftrincc, written to the Bifhop not long af- 
ter ; a Piece which none of my Enemies have fo much as pretended to 
confiite to this very Day. And becanfe it woiUd be too tedious hwe 
J to traJifcribe any Part of it, I take the Liberty, in lieu of it, in order 
to confirm what Ihave jufl.faidaliove, to stter what all the Country 
Jlbows to be true, (fl^) That Sir traiuh t' — , a Juftice of Peace, 
fent for me and nty Ancagonift, to make us Friends 5 that Iv«ry 
willingly acceptetl of in Actomniodation propos'd by him, and ac- 
cordingly refeir'd my felf wholly to what Satisfadlion lie thought 
was fit fot a Gentleman to make a Clergy-man fo highly and iiude- 
ftrvedly abus'd as I was. On the contrary, the other Parly was fo 
far from clofing with any Propofal of that Nature, that he affronted 
Sir Ffitncij in hiixiwn Houfe, for making fuch aa Oflet, as the in- 
jured Gentleman witnefs'd to bis Face, at the petty Seflions in Dart- 
fvrd ; and many of the Inhabitants of the laft Plate, can tcftify wiiJi 
what Zeal, for a long Time afterwards, he fpokc both in my Behalf, 
and againft the Proceedings of my Enemies. As for the otlier Anta- 
gonift, who lives at Gr^re/sni, I gave fuch evident Proofs of my 
peccable Inclination, and of his Malice and Violence, that the then 
Mayor, and otherjuftices, and the reft of the Court, as many as were 
call'd in to give their Advice and AHiftince, were unanimottfly trf" 
Opinion, after a fair Hearing of both fides, that they could do no lefe 
Chan bind him over, alitiough I was in a manner a Stranger To 
tnoft of them, and ibme of them were under no fmall Obligation to 
liim, with whom I had the Difference. 

The eighth Objeflion, Or rather Infinuation, he makes againft me,

' ,To this I anfwei. That nothing is a greater Sign of Malice in the 

Party accnfing, or Innocence i^ the Patty accus'd, than when the

covers his murderous Meanings byclmnb Signs and Hinis. By fuch 

iytfiiitica! EqvrrotMiDm, the wickedeftFellow livingfllall lake awiythe 

L mod virtuous Man's Reputation, as effeihially as if he had exprefi'd 

I bimfcif in the cleareftTcrms, ^nd moft pofitive Charge, andyetfhail 

1 evade any Hold laid on them ; and it dull be impoJlible fot the injur'd 

^ Mm ip do lumfclf Juftice ufOB Ha Eoliber, eittiet at cQininon at 
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eivU Law. Juft fo the Heathen Oracles of old, as Auk is the Hole 
in which ihey were contriv'd, and as fubtile as the evil Spirit which 
fpake to them, had fiich a double Intendre, that whatever happen'd, 
ftiU the Credit of the God was fav'd, and Tnith picit'd out of the 
Wotds with fonie little Labour- I, iudeeJ, know there hu heen fuch 
a Report fpread, bur both 1 and he Itnows there is not the leaft Foun- 
dation for it, and therefore it is a very bafe Thing iii a Clergy-maii, 
lo difperfc fiich a Slander abroad to the World, in Print ; which it 
fiich a Hlot to one of his Gown, and by confequence to kis own 
Church, at the fame Time, when he knows, in his own Confciemy, 
it is nor only falfe, but gtounUlefs. The Truth of it ii, this Objeai< 
on, like moft of the reft againft me, in Reality, when fearch'd to the 
Root, fiseth no manner of Guilt upon me, but upon my Enemies ; 
for in the firft Place, it dorh not lie in the Power of roe, nor of the 
greatelt Saint upon Earth, to - clap a Padlock upon Peoples Mouihi, 
and hinder them from inventing or propagating infamous Fallhoodt: 
And in the fecond Place, whatever lay within the Sphere of my Dnty 
or Pinver, to clear my Reputation, I projefted and afhially put in 
Execution. As fooii as I heard of this ftrange Story, I immediately le- 
pair'd to the George at Ditrtford, where was the Scene of Aftion, and 
fiimmoo'd all rhe Hoiifliold upon it, and fearch'd fttiftly incotheRife 
ofit ; they all unanimoufly averr'd, they were fo far from being able 
to give an Accoimt of it, that they never heardaSyllable ofit before. 
I went afterwards, taking the Mailer of the Houfe along with me, to 
the Vuman, who Wat faid about two Yeats and a half before, to luve 
h4d the OtFer of a Guinea from me ', and Die, before him, in my 
Prefence, at afterwards in my Abfence, flie did to nine or ten People 
who privately, at feveral times, talk'd to her about this Al&ir, pro- 
tefted not only my Innocence, but that flie never l^oke fuch a Thing, 
and that flie fhould be the worft of Creanites if fhe did. As I beioK 
*ai thoroughly fat isfy'd in my Confcience, (which as the Mora I ill 
faith, is a tlioufiind WitnelTes) ihxt I never gave any juftOccaAon 
fbr flicha vile Report, I was the mote bold and active in traver- 
fingthis Myftery of Iniquity, and at leaft, by many round-about 
Fetches, and gradual Approaches to Perfons of different Ranks, I 
came to trace up this fcandalous Rill to its Fountain ; and found that 
the Invention of this wricked Lie lay between the ftupid Vicars of 
Dxrtford and £ri(/j, who mumally afferted, they firft heard it the one 
from the other ; and thus theSaw of Calumny was drawn between them 
fo equally, that it ^vas impoflibfe for me to determine which was the 
Author; but be that as icwill, poort, and only I, was the Sufierer. 
Indeed, I once had a Thought to have brought the whole Matter into 
the Spiritual Court, and thereby hiive known and punilh'd the Inven- 
tor of fuch a horrid Falftiood; but I waseafily diilwaded from that, 
partly becaufe I am always ready to forgive Injuries, as far at is cou> 
Ment with any tolerable Safety to my Perfon ot Reputation, partly 
becaufe I was afTut'd by Enemies as well as Friends, chat few knew and 
none believM, this idJeStory ; and therefore for me to make fuch a Pro- 

ftcttttOD] waj only to give my ftif » gtnt deal of unnectfTary Expence 
I - ..... ^^^ 
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and Trouble. Another Reafon why I drop'd all piiblick kefentment^ 
was, becaufe I underftood it was the "Way of thofe two ilieaji-fpirittd 
Wretches, juft now mentioned, to maj^e fhemfelves welcoiiiear Geiule- 
mensHou^ byGofliping, and telling of Tales; and that if the Ex- 
chetxuer of Lies was at a low Ebb, it was ufual with them- to forge a 
BUI toferve a Turn, and promote Mirth ; and therefore I thought the 
fictefl Requital I could ihajce them for this their iha^efid Ufage of 
me, was, the Anfwer which the generous Horjls in the Fable made to. 
the vilt'Toddy Tcit arefecnre by yourFoUjf^ . and other contemftibU ^mlitiss^ 
.Thus the Thing ilept for a while, and I was refolv'd, out of aChri« 
fiian Bravery of Spirit, to pafs all by, though fo highljr abus*d j when 
lo, ^(^xm.EmftyShiU got it by the End, that |)erfe^ Antipod.s o£^ 
Swift, good Nature, and Manners ; and being vex*d that 1 was ham-. 
pering him for his extravagant Affronts put upon me, both in "Word 
and Deed, charged me with it iiiopen Company : But perceiving that 
I took Fire upon it, added immediately, to m^ke a Salvo for himfelf," 
that the Vicar of £Wrft was his Author. Now, as the Lay-Gentle- 
man's grofs Behaviour had juft before forc'd me to endeavour tis Cor- 
reftion, out of Juftice to my felf and Gown, fo by the fame Princi- 
ple I was obligM to take him to Taik again, and clear my felf pub- 
liqkly, iince he had brought it upon the Stage. The Adl of Grace 
^¥liich came out prcftntly afterwards, {yiz, in the Beginning of 1709.) 
fiopt the Procefs I made againft the WILD Spark from Vohors-Com^ 
motts^ and by Cpnfequence hinder'd me. from making an Exainple of 
him ; biit yet I got this Advantage by it, that I clear'd my deputa- 
tion as much as it Was poiEble for any innocent Perfbn to do in mj^' 
Circumftances ; for in the firft Place, my Antagonift eat his Words, 
and did as good, as make a Recantation, iince be deny*d he (aid any 
fuch Thing : And in the fecond Place, as he exhibited againft me in 
the fame Biihop's Court a Parcel of falfe, malicious, and foollfh Ar- «^ 
tides, on Purpofe to make me deiift my Suit againft him^ fo he never 
pm this Story in for one, which to be fure he would have done, if hie 
bfid had the l^ft Hopes even to havp made ir look probable. If any 
Perfon is curious, a^nd hath a.Mind to be fatisfy'd in tny Innocence, 
and the Inveteracy and Villainy of my Enemies, let him read , the 
firft Plrt of the Remonftrance writ to the Bifhop uyon this Occaficni 
a Pibce which his Lordfhip did never fuggeft to me he was diflktisfy'd 
in any Particular of; To which let me add, that when I was with 
the Bifhop, in the Beginning of 'fune 1709, and prefs*d his Lordfhip 

^to examine this Affair, Iince all the Courts of Judicature were prohi- 
bited from doing it, he anfwer'd. There was no manner of Need of it, 
for Mr. JT— *-« himfelf had own*d there was nothing at all in it. 
So that this worthy Scribbler might well have fpar*d this Objeclion, 
if he had had any Regard to his own Reputation, or my real iDifpa- 
ragement ; but he very well knew the Meaning of the old Proverb, 
Jlfrowa greaf deal of Virt^ fome will ftich 
' One would think, that this Libeller had poiu'd Venom plentiful 

' and corrolive enough againft roc, uhde/ all thefe great Accufations 
and filthy Afpettons ; but this Monfter of Scandal, like that of Ur- 
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«4, hath many Heads referv'd in Petto^ to fprout tip double in Fiopof* 
tibn to each that ihall be cut off : A forlorn Hope plac'd in Ambuir 
cade, and out of Sight, vaftly more formidable than all the nuxue* 
ions Battalions of Slander he hath already brought in the Field. Biic 
Jj^r good Mali, as he is ftout, is merciful too, and, fcorris toattaclc. 
a vanqui(h*d FOe. '' For, faith he at the latter End of the fkme g9tli 
<* Page, it is with Pity and Relu£lancy I am fbrc'd to dra^v h^m 
** (meaning his humble Servant) in Miniature as I do ; (hould I.pio^ 
** ceed to length, he fliould be too bulky and ghaflly to look upon ; 
♦* and like the Painter to his Hero, I hs^vc {hadow'd his Blemuhes^ 
*^ when it lies in jny Power to expofe'them ; Witnefs the Articlet 
\f exhibited in open Court, and the Affidavits and Certificates that ^ie 
** ready againfl: him. This is fo wondcrflil, that it deferves fbme 
particular Remarks. In the firft Place, as to his Pity, I leave the 
Reader to judge of it, as well as of the Juftice of his Allegations. He '' 
hath made me a Blafphemer, a per)ur*d Perfon, a common prunkarcL 
an Incendiary, an Whore-mafter, at leaft in Defign, and almoft as hii . 
aTs bad can tc throughout his whole Pamphlet ; and yet he boaiteth of 
liis Clemency ! What ridiculous Stuff is this ? However, asharfh as his 
Kindnefs is,it doth me fome Good ; it puts me in Mind of a Sentence of 
the wifeft of Men, The tender Mercies oft^n Wicked^ are cntel Juft fo I 
iave read in an Accouijt of the Maffiicre in Ireland j that when the . 
ttoman Catholicks, out of their overflowing Charity to the Souls of 
the Hereticks, had de^roy'd their Bodies by tens and hundred? of 
thoufands, it happened that one of thefc precious Saints^ paflin§ by a 
Heap of Slain, difcover*d a Wretch almoft expiring through Ldfs of 
Blood and Want of Food, and who, by the Extremity of the latter^ 
had' gnaw*d all the Grafs he could crawl too. Here was a rare Ob- 
|efl: to exercife his Charity upon, and he with Joy embraced the hap- 
py Opportunity I But how did he relieve him ? Not kftcr the dull 
lieathenifh Samaritan Way, fo much commended by our SavipUT) of 
pouring Oil and Wine into his Wounds, or of biinging him to a pub- i 
lick Inn or Hofpital, or private I.loufe of Ente^ftainment ; but like 
a true Son of the true Church, he fublim'd his Gompaflion to a more 
tefin'd and unheard of Height,^ and remov'd him into a. Place of bettei 
Pafhire. . The fame melting Compaffion, and yearning Bowels, and 
forgiving Spirit, this Gentleman fliews toward? the Corporation of 
Grayefend^ for having treated the major Part of them, almoft iii eve- 
ry Page of his Book, with the utmoft Scorn and Reproach, and made 
them almoft as black as that Hell to which he hath adjudg'd them, ahd 
reprefented them as odious in themfelves and Defigns, as Mlton did the 
chief of the fallen Angels, when affenibrd together in Council in 
Pandemonium^ deliberating with the deepeft Contrivance, the moft a- 
baudo.n'd Defpair, and hateRil Malice,ro do the greateft Defpite toGod 
Almighty, and to make a fecond Attack upon Heaven, and all that. 
is good, he concluiles his Book with this Prayer, I fray God to fwgiyt^ 
tlfemAS heartily AS I do. Tlie greateft Banter in the whole Libel J 
>n odd Blefling, with a Curie at the Tail of it I Or rather, it is the 
hcavieft Cuife, cover 'd with the fpecious Pretence of a charitable- 

Prayei. 
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♦ttiyer. He treats his Betters, as fndas^ the great Patron of all falfe 
Friends and Hypocrites, did his Mafter ; murders at the fame Time he 
cringes out a Siilute, and drops a Kifs. He prajrs God to forgive them 
as heartily as he doth ; that is, in plain Bn^lifi^ he prays God not to 
forgive them at all, but to punifh them with the utmoft Severity, not 
only beyond, but contrary to all their Deferts. Kut let him have a 
Care how he puts fuch Tricks upon Godi Almighty, that all-perfc^ • 
Being, who at once fees through and hates the mofl: glittering Difli- 
mulation ; a Thing to be very feriouily regarded by all Chriftians, e- 
fbeciall j" coniidering tlvit feafonable Warning of the ApofUe, Be 71H 
decdy'dj Cod is not mock*d. As to his being forcM to draw me in 
Miniature, as he is pleas*d to exprefs it, I have already ihewn 'how 
iilfe it is^ by proving that I was not the Author of^ nor any Ways 
ooncern'd in the (>i/crv4*or's Letter, as he all aloiig fbmerimes fuppo- 
ikh, and (bmeti-mes affirms that I am ; and from hence takes this Li- 
' berty of he6toring and iiifiilting m^ 

As for the Articles exhibited againft me in open Coiurt, I have al- 
ready took Notice, that they were framM for no other Purpofe, than 
to frighten me from proceeding againft Mr. W ■ n any farther in 
that Court; and therefore there is the lefs RegArd to be cook of them; 
efpecially coniidering that they were the Spawn of the" moil malici- 
ous Fellow in the World. Indeed I have very much ado to forbear 
. here expoiing the Fklfenefs, the Malice, and Noufenfe of thofe Arti- 
cles ; but I will at prefent defift. However, I fliall heye take No- 
■ tice, that in the firft Place, the Judge of the Court reftis'd to accept 
of theft Articles, and would not proceed upon them : And in the fe- 
"cond Place, my Antagonift himfelf was alham'd to flxew them to the 
. J3i(hop, when he ivas with his Ixirdfhip within twenty four Hours of 
- that Time, to make himfelf as white, and me as black, as he could. 
'But I having, by mere Chance, got a Copy of them, I brought them 
to the Bifhop my Mf^ with three Certificates in my Vindication, and 
96 full and as ample as pv^ffibty could be for that Purpofe* The firft 
of theft Certificates, confifting of three Sheets of Paper writ clofeOii 
all Sides, was caft into fuch a Shape, as to be a clear and methodical 
Anfwer to each of the fcandalous Articles, and lign*d by the Matter 
and Miftrefs of the Houfe, and fheir Son, with all whom I had 
boarded and convers-d at that Time Upwards of three Years and a 
quarter ; the Truth of all which AlJegations, they offered to atteft 
opon Oath. The other t^vo Certificates were from a neighbouring 
Gentleman, and a fubftantial Farmer, which could not be fo particu- 
lar as the former ; but they tended to the iame Purpofe fo »r as to 
affert ray good Life and Converfation in general. Perhaps it will be 
thought a Vanity in me, to ftt down in Print the high* Commendati- 
on the Biftiop gave me, after he had read the Articles to roe, and I 
the Certificates to hipi. Paragraph by Paragraph, and therefore I at 
jj^refent forbear to mention it ; and Ihall only add, that I left all the 
Papers in his Lordfliip's Hands for two Moifths, inl^ead of the one 
Month he defir'd, t ) give an Opportunity to any, or all of my Enc* 
niti to qiake a Reply to them, if they could Qjr dprft. But Uecaui^ 
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tlic Bifhop gave a Hint, that my Enemies might perhapsobjefl: agaxnft 
thcfe Certificates, and fay they might be partial, and proceeding from 
thofe who might be my efpeeial Friends, at the End of thofe two 
Months, when I repaired to the Bilhop again for my Papers, I brought 
along with me two more Certificates fign'd by all the Hoiife-kcepcrs 
in my Parifli, but two, who then chanc'd to be out of the "Way about 
Day-labouring, and both tending to the fame Purpofe with all the 
former. And to prevent any undecent Expxeflions that might by 
Chance drop from me towards a Bifliop, arifingfrom thfrSenfe of the 
InjuritsI'done me, or his Ix)rdlhip'sGcntlenefs to the Crimes Of my E- 
nemies, I defir^d his Chaplain to wait upon him with them ; and to 
:fignify befides, that I was ready to anfwer a:jiy farther Objedtions that 
were, or could bt ftar^ed by my Back-Friends, or particular Scruples 
from his Lordflnp : But the Anfwer he brought me, was, My I^>td 
faith yon needed not to have put your felf to this Trouble of bring- 
ing any farther Certificates, for he was before fufficiently fatisfjr'd that 
you had done your Duty. So that the Troops the late Curate 
boafteth he hath m Referve againil me, are pnly nominal Forces, the 
Force of Which h^Ve already been fhamefully beat out of the Field in 
. a pitchM Battel ; and of the poor Remains, he himfelf hath made 
Draughts to compofe the Subfb.nce of his Libel fo far as it con- 
cerns me, and they have tum*d Tail again ; therefore the only Rea- 
-fon of mentioning them in that Page, was, not to terrify me, but to 
amufe the Reader. 

' As for the bafe Certificate* againil me he hints at, it is the foolifli* 
. eft "yhing in the World for him or his Party, to revive the Remembe- 
tan^e of it, fince he having fo great a Hand in it, cannqjt but know, 
th/t in the firft Place the figning of that Paper was brought about by 
^l)undance of Crafr,ThreatSjand Promifes made Ufe of to feveral,to in- 
duce them thereto. Secondly'-, That it Was onjy to fave Mr. We i ■« 
from being bound to the Peace. Thirdly, That it is a Piece difcharg- 
cd at Random againft me ; for it confi&ed of a fhort Invedtive cx- 
pre/s'd in general Terms, without laying tlie leaft Particular to my 
Charge. Fourthly, It appeared fo very malicious and fbolifh^ that 

Mr. Jf «/ «*s own Counfel reflis*d to plead upon it, and would not 

prodiTce it in Court ; and what is more worthy of Notice, and more 
conducing to my Purpofe, gave up the Caufe without making the 
leaft Objedlfon againft me ; a^d it was fo far from doing me any Dif* 
ifindne/s before the late Lord Chief Juftice Ho/tj as it was privately de- 
fign'd it ihottld, tbat he never faw it.. So that this Mine of Scandal 
which my inveterate Enemies fprang againft me, like fbme Qther^ of 
.Oun-powder in the Campaign, %vas ibfar from doing any Damage to 
the Fortrefs it was dired:ed at, tHat it blew up the Hellifh Engineer, 
and all the Blackrguard Party thatftow*d it. \ may well therefore fay 
of this. Libel, what Erafmu* merrily faith of the Pope's Bull,, it is 
Srutum fulmtn ; tHrntum indeed with aVengcanceinboth Senfesof Aat 
^ord ; a. Scrap Of Paper, as infignificant as malicious ; a Crefittt^ of 
a^v^iii Pen, like fomething elfe of a foul Body, which Diade a Noi^ 
^ a 3tmk, }nd ibsit ms ail -, 4 venomous Ppff, the Qbje^ ai x^iach 
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«f my Lauglitsr, a? my Anger; hy which my Enemies decJat'd they . 
would Ihcw their Teeih at me upon any Occasion, liut could iioc bite. 
8uc there is the lefs-Rearon for me to take Paias in conderoiung that 
oblcure Brat, liecaufe it hath been fo much and fo often condemii'd hy 
ali Sorts of People; none but fome of ihc harden'd Wretches eon- . 
cern'd in it, ever pretending to juftify it ; though indeed fome Men 
of Figure have endeavour'd to pacify niy Refentmenrs of ir, by To- 
picki which, at the fame Time, arq the greatcft Eefleftions upon it, 
*<i, its Folly afli InefTeiarualnefs. With what Frequency iindWaiiiitli 
it hath been exclaim'd againft at the Peiiy Seflvon in Vartforil, many 
of the fubftantial Inhabitants can witnefs -, and is the Biftioji of tte 
. Kocefe hath feveral Tifhes Llam'd if, fo the laft Time I waited upon 
him at U/eflmnfifT, he toJd me he had fpoke igainft it before forty 
People. 'Tis true, I was by no Means fatisfy'd with this Declarati- 
on, but infiiled in fubfequent Letters, which were pretty liold, as well 
as unanfwerable, thatbecaufe many of the Siibfctibets were Clergy- 
men, his Lordfhip would be pleas'd more vifibly to exprefs his juft 
Difpleafure againft the Certificate, as well out of that tender Se^xd 
which cveryfpiritual Father ought to have for the bleeding Reputation 
of an inuocent andwrong'd Soil, as to deter others for the fiinitefrom 
fuch Aftiors, fb wiclced in therafelves, and of fiich ill Confe(]uenc« 
to the Peace of his Diocefc. And the only Excufe that can be made 
for the Bifliop's Hot doing that JuftLce to the Church and me, which 
ib crying a Caufc reqiiir'd, is, that lie is much of a Gentleman, and 
loath to mortify any Body ; and what a famous Hifloriaii and States- 
man, TaeiitDj faid in his Life of the worthy j^^lceU, a Ramati, emi- 
nent far moit moral and political Vertues, but whofe Lenity was his 
only blind Side; Heaithrart McHiratien ivoulil rdtliifr fiemt»find, i'*»« ■ 
to ma^i hit Dtftndanti good. I have that profound Reverence for the 
Funaion of a BiCiop, chat I am loath fo much as to complain from, 
the Prefsin indecent Tern.s of Negleft iii any of that holy Order ; 
much fefs will Iprefume to rely on my own private Opinion in this 
Part of hisLordihip'sConduiS; and therefore, in the Lieu {.fir, Ide- 
liver rhe Sentimenrs of the above- mention'd Great Man, whofe eytia- 
ordinary Charailer for Judgment and Integrity in all Ages, ^vill at 
once juftify my QiiotWion, and deferve the Attention of the Reader. 
Saith he, at the Jatter End of his Annals,. Te him that fnf'ers tin /"i'lrj, 
it matteri not mmli aha mide the Motion nhtn hi fitlith tin lUnd that k 
htir*j upon him. Tliiu (continues he) GjIIh, tliongh innoteat ■>/ much 
BATin that pafi'd iindtT hii Namt, ytt^ licdmft htptrmitltd thtm to commit 
it, WHOM HF. OUGHT TO HAVE BRIDLED, «r »«. igi,i>rant of 
what ht might IB hTTi hnsan, LOST REPUTATION, avd opea'd tht 
Way 10 hii own DifiniiHon. -However, bis Loidlhip and I agreed in 
the main, th-it the Aftion was wicked and bafc, althuugh we diflet- 
ed in the Mcafure of what Satisfaft ion ought to be made me. But 
why do I dwell fo much upon the Certificates being damji'd hy others, 
tvhen there is all the Reafon to jiulge, that the Authors and Siibfcrl- 
l-etJ of it themfelves are afliam'd of it, lince I could never, either by 
Inrreaties or Upbraidings, get a SIjjIr or Tranfaipt of ic ftom any 



X)f them ; Tome of them fheakilgly. denying their owit Aflf, 
■bidding me find it out if. I can ; others confciTing they did it, but 
. fooliihly pretended they meant me no Harm ; others faid they were 
ftirpriz'd into it, but ftill no Copy of the Certificate, or Lift of .the 
Subfcribers to be had for Loye nor Money^ as the old Saying is. All 
which put together, sufficiently fhews, that they were confcious tx) 
themfelves, both of my Innocence, ^nd how eafily I could retort 
their bafe Slanders upon themfelxcs ; and therefore they took all the 
Care they could to hinder me from having the Materials of each. 
Truth^ like the LtgJtt^ the more it is exfos'd to the Eje^ the moreip JUf- 
flajs its Charms ; and evil Spirits, and Juglers, and Thieves, are the 
Creatures that chiefly love the Dari, and w^ofe Intereft is bcft ferv**d 
by it. 

As for the Affidavits, they are a Patch of the fame Leaven with the 
Certificate ; which is all that can be faid now, or enough to be find 
at any Time concerning the Malice and Villainy both of them and 
their Authors ; for I never heard before, but from one Man, aAd 
that is upwards of four Years agone, that any fuch Things were made 
againft me, neither could he tell the Subftance of them : And to be 
fure they are either nothing at all to the Purpofe, or altogether 
groundlefs ; other wife this impudent Wretch would have given us the 
Hariolv of them, as he hath done Mr. Wei ■ ■ k's Articles^ to add to 
the Load of Faiflioods and Slanders he hath fo vaftly pilM againA; a 
Brother. So that thr Honcfty and Courage of theft clandelline, as 
*vell as. mifchievous Actions, is juft like that of ftabbing a Mtin in the 
Biickj orflily, in a Ge;2tf /f Way, giving him aDofeof Poyfon. Add 
to this the Charafter of thefe Oath-Mongers ; one of them this ve- 
ry Lampooner himfelf, of whofe infamous Life and Converfation 
you may fee enough hereafter : The other a proftitute Rake, notorious 
for Drinking and Idlenefs ; and one wlv9, by his Claret-fteiv'd Fa^e, 
and heavy Paunch, iliew at firft Sight to all that view him, that'Stu- 
dy aiid Mortification are none of his Talents, Morhian yitJtuqne infre- 
frt^tte fatetitr. Not to mention, that both thefe had a great Share 
inTpawning that venomous Produdtion of the Certificate above-men- 
tion'd ; which makes it highly probable, that thefe Affidavits wer^ a 
Contrivance not fo much to onend me, as defend themfelves, and 
composed on Purpofe to frighten me from a juft Profecution of fb grofs 
an Injiu:/ and Abufe, that I, hy the previous Information of thefe 
inftruments devis'd againft me, might perceive what Knights of the 
Poft they would readily be upon Occafion. 

Thus have I (uulcfs I am very much deceiv*d) both largely and 
clearly defended my felf from all the terrible Attacks my Enemy, 
.with his ufua] Candor and Sincerity, hath made upon my Reputation, - 
and difmoimted all the confiderable Batteries of lies and Slander, 
nvhich with fuch Fiury have play'd upon me. As for the reft of his 
Ob^e^ions, thty are either fb obfcure, that I know not whether he 
means roe , or not "; or fb trivial, they are not worth my while'to 
fearch into the Truth of them. There are one or two Things I can- 
not pafs by ; <he firft is, a comical Rencounter he engages me in with 
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OfU lijtadai^ Straiiid^ 2S he calls her ; a Fable )uft.as true^ tliongh not 
a giuurteir.fp wittily defcrib'd, as that of Don^Qvixot with the Wind* 
• i^iili. Jfowcve?,. wc will excufe him in this particular^ fiiice the 
Grammarians derive the very Name of a Poet from Lying ; an<| 
ijnce the Author, in his doughty Rqmance, could not moimtup to the 
Rights of ^ Poet, we luui^ i^ot condemn him for fticUing fo clofb to 
the Etymology, and for his'popr Endeavour, to make amends fog 
his want .of Ingenuity, by a proportionable abundance of Invention^ 
I'hoiigh the Criticks would maul hin^ here too, if ever it fhould have 
Ij^ Honour to be read by one of that Clafs ; becaufe he hath tranf^ 
ffireii'd on nheir great Decorum, they caU the PROBABLE which 
^y will always have to talce Place, even in their greateft Fidiions* 
' 'Tis Pity our pleafaurHiilorian did not give us the Place, and the 
Tin^ of this dire Engagement; and therefore, becaufe he hath been fo 
unjuft to his great Performance, in making fo confiderable an Omifli- 
'on, I will be fo kind to him as to fupply the Pefe6):, and tell the 
lieader the former Circumftance was Ut$pia^ the other' LatttrLammau 
I muft confefs, I am more hobbl'd here, than at any other Part of his 
Pamphlet, and .am almpft; at a )x)fs what xp fay to this Slur ; be- 
caufe I meet with two Sayings of the wifcft Man in the World, and 
l^ofe a feemingflat Contradadlion one to the other, vias. Anfvoernat 
IS F90V dccwihg to his FoUy^ left thoti be alfo likt ttnto him : Anfwit A 
F$ol according to his fe/Zy, left he be wife in his own Conceit, Well,, wllat 
muil be done in this Cafe ? Which of thefe Advices mufl I take > I am 
ftfoly^d to be in the Right for once, and therefore will perform them 
toth. To begin with the firft; I give the Libeller for his Jeer 
^nd Banter, this grave and wholfbme Precept, not to value himfelf 
upon his Talent of Banter, though it fhould be much more excellent 
tlttn now it is^ fiftce the beft Things in the World may be turn'd to 
Ridicule. When any of that facred Character chufech to fight his Ad<^ 
veriary with fuch mean Weapons, it is a Ihrewd Sign that Reafon and 
Learning are at a low Ebb, and that he defpairs of Succefs in more 
honourable Methods. ''Proceeding to the other Ihroyerb^ I fhall draw 
him here in Miniature, in the fame antick Colours wherewith he 
hath reprefented, or rather difguis'd me ; but with this eifential Dif- 
ference, that the beautiful Glofsof Truth fhall be in the whole^ which 
• I>delire the Reader to accept,infi:ead ofSheernefs of Satyr ,and Qiiietnefs 
jof Humour ; fince, in the iiril Place, I ingenionfly pwn, that I have 
neither Wit nor ill Nature enough to be a Lampooner ; and in tht 
fccond place, Time is no Jeft like a true fefi, 

' Another Particular, to minute for me to mention, unlefs that the 
Tellimony of an Adverfary in a Man's Commendation, hath always 
been hel(\ true and weighty, is that of his calling Anfiofhants^ a fa* 
inous Greek Author, my belov d ; (Pag, 5a.) I wUh Fame had given 
me an Opportunity by a futable Report in his Favour, ' to return the 
Compliment : But iince I am deprived of that, I will pick out ano« 
iher Foundation to exprefs my Gratitude; and therefore I with liim 
much Joy upon the Difcovery he hath made to tlie World, of his be- 
ing very well vw*d in Don XJiiiaccf, and Enj/i/Sb .Comedies, by bi» 
. . " - - many 



SBtny Allufioflito, ihd Quotation's from them^ in his Pamphlet. And 
to give him his Due, he hath tranfcrib'd as much the lewd and immo« 
ral Part of thofe worthy Authors, in his Life aUd Converfationj as 
lie hath their Banter and Dogrel into his Writings. 
. The third and laft Particular is, his fo often calling me a Mad'-nun 
in hi^ Libel, and faying, Pag. 39, that BedUm is sin Untvetiitjr I 
un no g^eat Stranger to. To this I anfwer, I laugh at the Malice of 
this Wretch, and the reft of his Gang, in this unmannerly Expreifion; 
they {hew their Teeth in this, as well as in other Things^ but they 
cannot kite. TheWord Mad-man,as it is now uyd,ts veryof^ena random 
Shot levell'd at thofe who leaft deferve it; and, as Sir WilHamttmfh^ 
a Gentleman of very gpod Tafte and Obfervation, hath handfbnMl/ 
exprefs'd it, GemrdUy madtvfi jofbj thofe who haye no Wjtj a^ainfi th^fi 
who harP€. To come dofer to the Point -, I defye this Scrtbler, with M\ 
his confiderable String of Liars and Slanderers, to produce the leaft 
Ground for fuc;Ji a Refle£lion. I thank God, I always had the Ufe of 
my Reafo^i and-Senfes, ever ibice he gave them me, and am fo much 
a Stranger to Bedlam^ and all other madHoufes, publickand private^ 
that i never even faw it, or any of them ^ and byConfequcncehe 
hath not a qturter fb much Occafion to be witty upon me, for my 
Knowledge of that UniVeriity, (as he revejrently exprelTeth it) as I 
have to ihave Retort upon him for his Knowledge of a Gayi, with 
whofe fcandalous Inhabitants, as he has often made Midnight and 
;Moming Revel^ for the fake of his Debaucheries, fb he ought to be 
longer confin'd for the fake of his extravagant and frequent long 
Debts, Though this ReproaLch had never lb large a Bottom of Truth, 
I humbly prefUme it is very uncharitable to make bodily Diftempers

. 1 come now to my third and lafl Particular, which was, to take 
Notice of what the Libeller faith, by way of his own Vindication, 
in anfwer to the Olferyator^s Letter. Not that this is properly my 
Bufihefs, I having undeniably prov*d,thatI had no Hand ei^er in the 
penning or fending of it ; and by Confequence amnot in the leaft af- ^ 
fe€ktd with the late ^urate's pretended Refutation. But fince that 
fcurriloui Author hath gone out of his Way to make-a Sfamjh Inqui- 
iition after my Faults, he niuftnot take it amifs if I, in my Way, hy 
hold on his ; and iince he hath, without any manner of Provocation, 
exposM me publickly, and charg'd me with the- mod flaming Scandalt^ 
and « palpable Falfhoods, I ihould be wanting in Juftice, both to my 
felf and hip, if I did not give to the World, as ftocking, but truer

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Account of hiM. In treating of which Subjefl, I fliill make a Sou* 
tiny, ill, into the Argument of what he iaich; adiy, into the 
Grammat^indSenfc of it. Fitft, as tothe Argument, heinfinuatesjrhat 
he was nirn'd out (Pig. -jc) of (he School of Crtytfind, by the Cor- 
poration, for no Fault I whereas it ivas for aCoraplicatioJi of n.any, 
pc his Impudence, his beaftly Debauch i-rics, and ftupid Sloth. As to 
the (irft Pare or this Charge, he hath both proftituted and perverted 
hisiacred Funftion ; inlleid of afling like aMdtngerof the Prince 
of Peace, he hach puUickiy and privately fgw'd and water*d the Seed* 
of FaiHon, Divifions, and bitter Hatred ; inftead of majting the Pnl- 
pit,- according to jrs noble and primitive Defign, as an Liftruinent fbc 
ike promoTiiig (he Glory of God, and the Intereft of Religion, he 
hach made it a Srjge to vent frothy Difcourfe, aiid jocular Ribaldry ; 
and render'd it a ftaUciiig Horfe to his MaJice ; and forgetting the 
Ugnicy both of that Place and the Desk, h'e hath extravagantly 
&Uy'A out from thence, not to edify, lut to abiife his Heaters, wirii 
all manner of impertinent Difcourfe, and unfcemly Geftutes ; and this 
fo utuverGUly as if, Jike Nira in Xjcinu, he had-bcen Haflis tmnMid^' 
ntrii ; and rherefbre I can fcarce forbear to go on with the Parallel, 
andalTerl, That this general Murderer of Reputationslhould be, asthe 
Senate of flomt once pafs'd an Ordet on thit Mafler-Butcher, puniHi'd 
mart i^d/orinn, that is, as the Tynuit's freed Man explain'd to him, ill 
the fime Place of that eminent Hiftorian, have his Neck lock'd in a 
Fork, and himfelf whip'd nakedto Death. WitneH, among many &• 
ther infoleat Affronts, too tedious to mention, his reading wrong Lef- 
fons both in the Old a,nd New Teftament at Divine-Service ; and then, 
•by his fly Looks and arch Immendo's, taking efpeciaJ Care that the 
Congreftation Q^ould be feniible the Miftake was premeditated and wil- 
ful, not negligent or cafual, and that the Portion of Scripture there 
made i^e of, was del;gu'd by the Cuiaie, not for Inftruilion, but Re- 
fledlion. And fometiraes meeting with the Expreflion, Watttyta 
Strihts and Fhnrifitt^ Hypotritct, be would Itop at the end of the laft 
Word, fave one, and then turning his Face from the Book, towards 
that fide of the Church where the Mayor and Magifttacy of the Cor- 
poniion fate, near him, he would with a vehsmenc Nod and loud 
Voice, dafhthe Remainder in iheirFac«. As to the fecond Branch of 
the Charge, his Debiucheries were fi> frequent in Quantity, fo excef^ 
five in Degree, and notorious in Qiiality, that one would thinfe the 
Guilt of ihem proceeded not from the Corruption of Nanire, but front 
Study ; and that he was one of thofe abandon 'd Wretches, befmear'd 
with the filthy Charafteri of the Apoftle, who glory in their Shame j 
that inftead of taking a Title in Learning and Divinity, he had com* 
wcnc'd both Mafter and Doiftor in Sin and Wickednefs ; that he had 
ttm through the Excyelnfeidtia of Crimes, as other Students do vf the 
Arts and Sciences % and that the very Cime Character may be apply'd 
to this envious DetraAer, anil carping iMiniMf, whictt the ingenious 
EpigramnutiA gave of «« odd a Coutiivante of Senfe and Morals :

In fliort, what TiiSj faicl of a rf matkable Rake in his Time, (tit. 
i. in Ferrem) feems to be a &rcof a Prophefy of this in ours ; ^

Ttptthitidi ; NnUiitnifft indiciim LIBIDINIS, /ItWACIJE, quad timing 
fiea ptTJ]iiceTo jnfftis. To al ledge all the Inftajices of his abominable 
Life and wUd Behaviour, would be a difficult Work both for me to fit 
down, and the Reader to pemfe ; tedious to thofe chat do not know 
bini, and fuperfltious to thofe that do ; for what the afftefaid adinin' 
Lie Author laith of his Wretch, I may f^y of mine ; (Prmrmiiim n/Kt- 
tik in frrrem) Haimtum arbitnr effk NtmMm-, qtu Mmen ifiiia auditrit. 
giiin faifa 51105; tjui nefaria (ommttMTtTt foj^. To fliew that this U 
"Ot anEfibttof Malice, 01 Laih of Satyr, bwt plain Matter of Fafl; I 
refer thofe who havs a mind to be curious in his CharaiSer, to an Ef- 
f3.y fent to the Bilhopof theDiocefe, above i Twelve-mouth agone; 
a Piilure large in BulJc, yet vaftly too fmall for the monfterous Ori- 
giml ; where the feveral Draughts of his infimoua Life and Conver- 
*ition, are fctoffwith all poflibleProofs of Truth, and Circumlbncet 
of Reality, and every now and then, the interfpeis'd Flames in Words 
at length, of many fubftantial and good Peribm, as Eye and Ew, 
VitnefTes, who Joih could and would jnftify the horrid ParticirlaB, 
However, until another crying Occafion (hall compel the I^iblication 
of thofe Papers, I humbly preiiime, that what is written in this Trea- 
. tiie, and the following Affidavit and Certilicaies, will, in the Opi- 
nion of every unbiafs'd Reader, be both a fovereign Antidote agitiiift 
all the Poylbn he hath thrown upon his Keighbouri, and to give a 
general Notion of him ; and to thofe who have a true Senfe either of 
Vertue or Vice, his Featiues, even as here exprefs'd, will curdle their 
Bloodjind damp their Spirits, and like ilieHead ofMidiifa inthe Raets, 
congeal and llifien them for a while, as ii were, into a Stone. As to iH 
the third Branch of the Charge, it may well be thought, without any 
poCtive affirming, that fuch a piofligate Rake wai very negligent in 
his Bu/inefs, and careiefs of his Time ; yet it will not be improper 
here to mention, that he very fcldom came into the School until 
Wine a-Clock, and often (laid away uniil Ten, and it was very ufual 
with him not to peep within die Door for threeor four Days or a Week 
together.

know him to be guilty. Beiides, hit Pallion would not fuffer them 
to proceeil hirgentlc ^e^JioUs j and h»d he been aever fy ingfienlive 
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and wife in hit former Conduft, Iwth a; a Clergy-nwn and a Sthool- 
mafler, in hi) nide Behaviour in that Aflembly, in calling rliem an 
:irbitiarf Court lo their Faces, and telling rhem they only put him 
to Trouble, hecaurc he efpoiis'd Mr. Hurt's Iniereft at the£leCtion for 
Knights of the Shire, ww enough to have provoJt'd them to dlfmils 
him, in order to teach him better Manners, and a due Deference to 
Authority. As to his defying the whole Party to produce one (Ingle 
Evidence for the Affettion, that it (Vas publickly talk'd here, that hij 
Wife offer'd to take an Oath that he was a Jefiiit or a Papift, I Ihall 
produce the mod authentick one imaginable, and that i;, Mfi AUta^ 
then a Juftice, who was the very Petfon that his Wife o^r'd to take 
her Affidavit before ; if lb, what becomes of his ranting Expreflion he 
hath in the fame Place, (yit^) If it be publickly rejected again, I 

- will put the Matter oii that Cnall IlTue, if they will bring one private 
Perlbn whofe Tellimony can be etcdircd, I'll Hand convift ? For out 
tfthj tan MoHlli niJZ I jiid^t iIkc, timt nicked Stryitiit. But to proceed, 
Pag. 7, 8, 9, he fews abundance of Fig-leaves to cover his Naked- 
nefs, and purs a daubing Glofs upon fome other Objcflions made i- 
gainft him in the Obftrrttor'i Letter, how he afTcrted the Legitimacy 
of the PretenJet, and drank his H«ilth. I have not Time to trace thij 
^Mem throu^ all his intricate Mcanden and ciafcy Uonblingi; or 

. by proportionable Steps, to unravel the Tlireads pf his Sophiftry, in 
this Adair ; and therefote I have gone the Ihortell Way lo work, and 
haveannex'd the proper Affidavit and Certificate. At to his Qjieltion 
i^ainll the Jultice of Peace, Why lie did not bind him over for ftich 
aninfolent Affront to the Government, lihew'd it to that Gentleman 
in his laft Sicknefs, and he folemuly declar'd, the Reafon was bet.aiife 
the late Curate abfconded Iiimfelf; and he was continually teaa'd 
ivith Letters from neighbouring GentlemSn to pardon him, and pafi 
all by, upon this Confiderarion, among others, that he (the Libeller)

Phial of Spirit! he us'd lo fmell to to prevent fainting Fin,(ai he ^lily 
utgeth in hit Vindication) there needed none of thefe claudefiine 
Sinkings, but he might have apply'd the Cordial Reftbiative to bii 
Kolhils openly : and even in' a literal Senfe, haTe i^d ABOVE-: 
K>ARa 
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Aj to his being dcunk wlien he gave the Sacrament to Mr, Fijj tl^. 
bath alrciJy, in aLetter fent to the Bifliop, been confeft'd tofulwt 
of a Latitude, becaufe foroe will ciU that Drunkeruiefs, whica 
othefs will not ; however, there was Ground for fuch an Aiifcrti- 
on in the Oifiryntor, Uecauft^ two of the three who cdmmunicMed 
ipith thf dying Magiftrate, did aver as much ; and the S^iftmenisof 
the third Petfon were not at that Time known ; Yet it is ^-ery cerA 
tain,that the late Curare ivas in a very imfit Temper to adnlinifler, »ild 
by Confcquence, to receive that f.icred Myflery, lince it is fnl^mnJy 
affirra'd, that the very fame Nighc, a little before he was called to e* 
liibit that holy Feaft, that he vvas drinking to Exceft with a fpanda- 
lous Wretch, one Dr- Brown, altho" warn'd before hand to avoid it, o&t 
on the Account of that (blemn Occafion apjiroaching ; and was ft 
over-liden with ftrong Liquor, that he fell down flat on his Back in 
the Entry of a publick Hotife, and was fo helplefs as to be led Home 1 
between two. This was aflerted to Mr. Irtlank rhe Curate by a very l 
fiHiItaniiil ajid ferious Perfon, who was both an Eye-WicnefB and ' ' 
Afliftaiit to the late Curite whcn__^he was in that filthy Pickle ; and ' 
is Confirm'd belides by good collateral Teftimonyj C'»iiJ two credi- I, 
ble Inhabitants living in diiferent Parrs of rhe Corporation, to f 
Whom, at feveral Times, this horrible CircumHance was related by his 
own Wife. 'One of theft, and a very good Friend too, of the late ^ 
Curate's, fpoke of it in the Till-boar, in the Hearing of the above- 
imentlon'd Mr. Ittland^ by which Means it firft came to be publickly ' 
talk'dof; ajid the other, by no Means an Enemy to him, in the 
Hearing of the two Iiiftices of the Corporation, feveral Jtirates,and my ] 
iHf, affirm'd it aftet^vards. The Narrative of both, is one and the ) 
fame in Effeft, ('•''^■) the aforefiid Genttewoman told each of them i 
the Concern (he was in, whether htr Hufbaiid w;\! capable of doing ' 
his Duty, and going thro" the whole Office, tijion his being Jb very 
&rw\k when he. went to Bed ; how he fwore at, and cnrs'd her, wheii 
fie firft awoke hira, and vow'd he would ftir fi»r no Body ; bow be- •'( 
ing reminded that the Medenger came from Mr. Fry, and that he had ' 
jrorois'd to'^erform that f^eat A£l of Religion whenever caJi'd upon. , 
he vouchfaf 'd to arife ; how Die bith'd his Head, and threw Water I 
tipon his Face for a confiderable Time, ro recover him to fume tole- { 
lable Stateof Sobriety, whitih, together with the Nap he had took for 
an Hour, (he hop'd would be effefliwl, but yet flie was doubtful. J 
Ajid fijuie the writing of this, I have got a very large and full Cerci-: j 
Scare about this Affair from Mr, Jrtlimd^ a very pious and confidera- .( 
tie Magiflrate of that Corporation, which will convince and f.tisfy - 
every one that is capable of receiving any Proof f 

Btit the erranteft Jeft is, to fee ho-iv he anfwera another grand Ob- j 
jc£tion of his being Drunk at burying. a Corp: ; in which Account, at i 
lit flates it, it is hard to judge whether his Impudence in denying fo 
jJain and notorious a Matter of Fail, or his jugling in difguifing it, , 
19 moft to be wondcr'd at. A* to the firft noble Qjiality, the Aiftion 
W|s done before » Cloud of Witneffes, fome of which are ai credible 
-.9 any in the Cotporacien, hJth for Subftince and Reputation ; an^. 
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. he might u well tave deny'i] ha was ai ih« Burying, as that Ii« vnt 
dnmk at the performing iheOffice. As to the fecsjid, naEgyftiam, 
by the Help of an enchanccj WarnJ, ilitl ever luote ilexteiOHJly play 
the Counterfeit, than this Sophiftet doth, by the Help of a Twin of 
fidac'ui, leap (liiough the gtcaceft^briutdititi, to make himfeif inno- 
cent : And fo luce as the Adion of one is a Sham and a Banter u^oa 
the Senfe of the Spettaioi', fo fure is the Vindication of the other 
ihefireie upon thcUiiderftamliag of the Keadct. When 1 ficft rsad 
hii comical Account of tLiis his fcandalou^ Helmviour, it put me in 
M^ml of a plealaiit Scene -which once vm aded at (he Old'Balljf 
when I, was a School-Boy at Luttdai ; A Malefailor was there indiftetl 
for flealiiig anHorfe, the Owner appc^r'd againfl him, and fwore the 
Sceej \ns his, and flole out of the Stable on Tuch n M%ht -, feverU 
unexceptionable Witneflci fwore, he was apprehended on rhit very 
Qi^ ; and now one would think the Cafe vru ib plaiu, it \rts im- 
y poffi^ie for po«r Culprir to fpeak a lingle Word in his own Defence : 
But- a Man of his, and the late Curate's Complexion, could make a 
Venture to out-face every Thing ! Vi'hen the Judge aik'd him, accord- 
ing to Form, what he had to fay for himfelf, he-reply'd, He did n;t 
fifal the Hor_/i, tut the Horfejlale him ; for being on a Journey, he lull: 
his Way tn the DarX? and leaping from a Hedge to get into the Patli 
again, a Horfe had chanc'd to lie to leA himfclf at tlie Bottom of it, 
and he (poor unfortunate Man!) chanu'd to light upon his Back, and 
a.\v3,y the Horfe ran with him, in fpite of hit Teeth, and lie could 
not Jloji him. Juft fo the late Cutaie,wlven charged with being Jruik ap 
a Funeral, confefs'd, that he had at ih:ii unlucky Junftiire, an Hur- 
ry MvdWJirdcr in the Animal Sfiriti, (Pag, ^7.) Hut then tliis Was not, ai 
he pleadgj ftom the Strength or Qiwntity of J-ny Jjiqiiot, Uiil from a. 
large Opiate he unhickily,vcry unluckily ! toolt to force Reft a Uttle be- 
fore the Burial. Now, I thought that the Effeit of an Opiate, efpecially 
given to a large Dofe, is to (ompofe and quiet the jinutKfl Spiriti,' in- 
itead of cteatiiigan Htitry and Diiorder in them ; and I am confident 
the whole College of Phyficians (if confultcd) will be of my Mind ; 
however^ lam fure theuniverfal Practice of Medicine, conhrm what 
I fay ; Opiates being generally given to curb and bridle the extrava- 
gant Ferment and violent Motion ot~ilie«Iood, and Gintu Kerrofum, 
is in Fevers, Hyfterick Fit;, and Convuliions ; and for the fame Rea- 
ion, as cauciotiJly, 1 was going to fay teligiouily, avoided, where ever 
there wa: a Clog or a Damp upon the Spirits, efpecially the animal 
one.-^ as in Lethargies, Palhes, and the like. 4dd to this, that thofe 

, who have writ upon O.pium, have confefs'd, tiiat feveial learned Men 
cannot ftiidy wiihoui it ; that it recoliefts the wandering Thought", 
calms aj] the Tempefls, a« we may call them, of the Mind, and makes 
the Party fettle to Bufmefs, which they could not do before : This 
fome of the Authors have obferv'd with Sutprifc, though they could 
not teconcile thefe Phoononema to their feveral Hypbthefes, of ex- 

f billing the Manner of its aiSing. And all tiw ftnfilile Opinm-Takets 
, ever met with, have, as it were with one Morn h, declat'd, that it 
JMuftns the fci^tlYC Suu'j »nd putt them into fo gvy and geotle a ^ 
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Frame, until the Power of the Dofe h (^ent, thit they would not b* 
(lifturb'd out of it ft>r a fmall Sum of Money. Ail which agreet 
adminbly well with the EiFcas, which the Iwtned Dr. Brown fiith 
it hatfcupon the Turi,, who are much addifled to it ; which ingetu- 
oiB Accoiiiu is inftiied in the Kihfapliii*! TrtnfaCHam ; fo innocent ii 
Opiiini of rheCrimeofoccafiomng m Huiry aiidDiforder in the ajii- 
mal Spirits, as the Cunte accufeth it. But granting that in favour, 
which cannot be granted in Argument, fuppofe an Opiate fliould 
canfe an Hurry or Diforder in his animal Spirits, could it, or his be- 
ing awak'd fiLddcnly oiit of Sleep, or any other Accident, caufe him, 
efpeciilly for a confiderable Time afterwards, to run againft the 
Church-Walls, inflead of going in the Path ; roftutterand Ifciromerin 
his reading tlit holy Office, and mumgle it after fo iidicidoiis and mi- 
ferable a Rate ; one while beginning at the Middle, another while at 
the Top, and then at the Bottom, (which ivas noiotioufly hi* Cafe) 
nnlefs it [>e Dnifikennef!? Crrdat JndiKf /ifeUa mn ^a. In a Word, 
his Account and Vindication of himfelf, is Pricficrafiia PerfeSioti ; 
for by fiichmeanfliitkingTridttandlitileEvifionsjasheendcavounto 
prove he was not drunk at this Butial I will engage to prove no 
Man was ever tbruntfrnce the World beffm. As for the Certificate* 
he pretends to produce under the three Clerks Hinds ; one of the Par- 
ties, fy!%. Breant) who officiated at this fcindaloui Funeral, wai 
both an old Dotard, and one that (vould often be drunk himfelf, even 
during the TJine of divine Service ; and, by Confequence, upon each 
of theft Accounts utterly nncap:ible to give hiiVerdift concerning 
what Circnmltances his Parfoii was in -, and was he a more competent 
Judge than his beft Friends will allow him to be, yet his fingle Tefti- 
mony will, by no Means, come into Competition againft fo many of 
Subftance, Sobriety, »nd Religion, who are pofitive upon thb Sub- 
jefl, as may in part be feen by Mr. Ireland's Affertion hereunto ail- 
jiex'd, andean more fully be made appear when Occafion cequireth. 
The Certificate of another Cleric (vint. Wood) is nothing to the Pur- 
pofe, becaufc he is only Clerk of Mltan, and the Matter of Faft is 
fix'd at Grarcyind ; and the C';rtificate of the remaining Clerk is for- 
ged, (and probably all the reft are fo) for Gylti hath often dcclar'd to 
feveral People, that he never fee his Hjnd or Mark to fuch a Paper. 
And therefore the Curate ptefling him into the Service after fo ,kna- 
viih a Manner, in the firfl Plate makes him a bafe Cheat, and in the' 
fetMnd Place renders whatever eife he introduces as Evidence on his 
Side, the more fufpe£fcd. 

But fome of thefe very few Friends he hath, have made a better 
Plea for him, than he himfelf, (though that is but a poor one too) 
in faying, that the Vapours ate the Occaiion of this, and number left 
other Difaftertwhich liavc befallen him in that Corporation. The 
Anfwet to thl? is very ready ; if hts Infirmities be the Vapours, how 
comes it topafs they do not fbize him in the Church, as well as in 
the Parlour? How comes it to pafs, that he was never led Home be- 
tween ttvo from Places of Worftiip, either on Weelt-dajfs or Snndityif 
^ ind fo oft?n, fo very often ! frora Places of good Ealing and Drink- 
ing ? 
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big,^ Efpecially. confide ring thit ^iuy will other Natunliili fay, tHofe 
who ate addiiVcd to Fits, aw moft "Apt lo fill into them in great Af- 
fembliti aiid ptibliclt Concoutfe. What therefore hirh given fuch 
great Offence in him, proceeds from no other faptiin^ but thofe of 
ftrong Liquors. 

P"fi- 49- He mightily boafteth of his Charity, awd faith, that^ii 
Houfe and his Purfe have been alwiiys open to ui Ol-jeift of Pity ; 
and there are fome living Inftances to confirm it. I wonder i Divine 
of the Church of £n^/.»nif fliould be ib ignorant of what the Learned of 
ail Perfwafions unanimoufly agree in, (ri^J that none who run iii 
Debt can be charitable : The Reafoii is plain, becaufe what fuch a one 
gives, isnoi hi! own, but another's, And yet this, as forry a one as it 
ji, is eitaaiy his Cafe ; he runs iiyon Tick with ill he deals with, and 
never takes Care to iatisfy thera ; witnefs hii vile Behaviour to AUt. 
Ttbjy a poor old Woman upwards of Threefcore Years and ten, to 
whom he ow'd upwards of iburcecn Shillings for cittying and tecei* 
ving Letters 5 and the grcaieft Part of it was a Debt of confiderable 
ftanding, and out of !ier own Pocket ; and he vilely fneak'd off from 
Crartfmd the Beginning of !aib Sumnftt, and ftay'd away two 
Months, without either paying her, or promiiingPayraeai ; which 
made the diftrefs'd Creature to wring her Hands, and cry out flie was 
undone, giving it over for loft- And, at Uft, her Friends were forc*d 
to arreli an oidinary Man, who had pafs'd his Word for the Money 5 
and Co at lall, with much ado, the Debt was paid, though not by 
iiiinfelf, but another; which is a flamiiig Inftauce of hisCompaflion, 
M well as Honefty, to both Parties-- Witnefs alfo his many and long 
Scores almoft at all the Taverns in the Corporation ; an Inftance of hit 
Sobriety, is well as Honefty. Witnefs alfo his fending a Friend and 
Acquaintance of his, under the Notion of an Oxford Scholar, to hi* 
old Chtony the Mafter of the Falcon^ ro lotlge and diet with him, 
wul who mov'd off three Pounds in his Debt, not yay'd to this very 
1^7 ; and who had not been trufted for a Groat, had it not been for 
ihe Curate's Recommcndaiion, which is an Inlbnce ;of his Civility, 
M well as Honefty. Well, we will pafs by all this, and, for once, 
let him call his robbing of P«<' to pay Pari/ Charity, yet I am horri- 
Uy afraid he can pretend to very little that looks like it ; I am fure I 
never heard any Thing of his relieving the Poor, or fuccoiuing the 
Diitrefs'd ; and therefore I hope tlie next Time he obligeth the World 
with a Pamphlet, he will give us a Lift of his good Aftions, and 
ihen I win either confute him, or own my felf cpnvinc'd. I have 
imleed heard, that fome neighbouring Gentlemen have been charitable 
to him, in particular one who fent him three Guineas upon his be- 
ingvoted out of the School; but then that fame Perfon's nctotious 
and undeferv'd Abufes of Other Clergy- men, far honefter than either 
hitnfelf or the Curate, make it plain, that fiich his unufual Genetofity 
did not proceed from any Love or.Refpefl he had to his Profeflion, 
hut to his fcuidalout Life and Convcifai^n, ot elfe his tailing at the 
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P»g. 5- Hf confcfles that he was once a Soldier, biit denies that ie 
Was a common One, and pretends that he went a Volnntier, and pro^ 
iflucech a Cettificare tn rhit Pnrpofe. To this I anfiwer,, Proof havjng 
been made that one of his Cercificater, in another Cafe, is forg'd,"<7e 
have all the Resfon in the World to fufpedl that this is fo too, eTpe- 
ciallf confidering that a Perfon of Qiiality, (vehofe Name I daie not 
pretUme to quote, not having his Leave) who knows the late Curate 
very well, hath declar'd, that any one, for the Charge of a Shilling, 
may prove he wjs a Foot-Centinel. However that be, the Reafon he 
alledges for fuch a Knight-Emnt ramblirg to the Army, (tin, U) 
attain Knowledge of his Behaviour) is very lidiaibiis. I indeed haVe 
heard that Men, have gone to the Army to make their Fortunes, and 
ferve their Country, but I never knew before, th*t the Camp was ifi 
Academy of Learning or good Manners ; and all th^ Improvement fio 
bath made there, is, that he hath brought along with him all the ■^- 
ces, but none of the Vertiies of the Gentlemen in Red. 

By fiich comjilicated Chains of a lewd and infamous Life , J^e 
hath made himfclf ^l^U7 and highly bbnoxioos to the Corpora- 
tion, though it was his'publick and infuffewble Impudence ibac 
made the fitft vifible Rupture between theia and him. Andj 
fiw the Saiisfaftion of the Reader, I will give him the very 
Ground of the Qttatrel, while it was yet crude and in the Em- 
lirio ; before the rough Spark had done by it, as the Natutaltfti 
fay the Bear doth by her new-born Cub, work'd it into Form, and 
lick'd it into Shape. On Gwi-Powder'Treitfin-D.iy, 1708, Mr. ^oire, 
then Mayor, after Divine Service, was fo civil as to invite this Cu- 
f ate iodine with him-, among other feafonabic Healths ufuilatfuch 
a good Time, that Magiftrate took Occafwn to propofe the Remem- 
brance of the two particular Deliverances on that Day ; meaningj . 
I>efide that obvious •ne, which every one knows, the no lefs won- 
derful and kind Interpofition of Providence in our Behalf upon the 
fame Day, by the Landing and profperous Afiiftiiice of the late glo- 
rious King l^(fli*»i. ThcCurste, whether out of a Principle of ill 
Manners, which are very notorious in him, or out of a fecret Hatred 
to the UtTohition, of which he harh often given broad Signs, very ab- 
ruptly and rudely anfwet'd, THAT is Nonftnfe. The Mayor not 
laying him by the Heels, or binding him to his good Behaviour, or 
kicking him, as many a Torj-Juftice would have done, when us'd at 
fuch a Rate by a Parfon, made no other Rettirn to fo great an Affront, 
an Affront lb undeferv'd, as well as unheard of, than to juftify the 
Sentence, both as to Scnfc and Expreflion, by the Words of the C«m- 
wwji-Rjjier for tbatDw. Here one would think the Curate had efcap'd 
a fairScowting; and certainly, if lie had any Candor or Ingenuity 
in him, though he was not fo much a Gentleman, as upon cool and 
fecond Thoughts to beg the Mayor's Pardon for fitch grols Behaviour^ 
yet, at leaft, he would have made a Stop, and gone no farther. Bur 
oiu- fnetalfome Spark fcornd to commit a fuigle Crime, or to be fo 
ranch as fufpefled to have repented of a Fault, and therefbre is te- 
folv'd to ptoccofi ftpm bitd [a woile ; and accoidingly, ac the moft < 
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folenin PI»« that could hippoi, and the ciImeK Temptr, and moft 
feiioiis MtMd he could be fitppos'd Co be in, ftom the Piilpitjlwfote the 
fame i/liyot, lie lidicnl'd thai Phrafe the very next Sunday ; and very 
often aicet wards, even dtirirg hi* Time of OiEce and Power, Itiuck 
at him in hii Sermons TOith all the virulent and malicious Hints ima- 
ginable, wfakli the other always (to his high Commeadation he it 
fpoke) meekly and Chriftianly bore. 

I have done Avith what I pro\>os'd to fiy concerning the argu- 
mnwive Part of the Citrate's Vindication ; I cotne now, idly, as I 
promis'djtothe'Gramraar andSenfeof itjinwhichlfliall be as brief as 
poinble, and fo conclude. He makes a great Boait, Pag, 6. which fa- 
vours ftrongly of Pride and Arrogance, chough the Sentence gives no 
manner of Occafioii for it, fmce it hath neither Truth in its AiTertion, 
nor Senfe in the ExjireJlion. Siith he, It is well knoivn, when I ivas 
beyond Sea, how co my Ability, fludying and reading thofe learned 
Trafls before the Beva/ntion, what Entertainraenca I gave to thoft 
Bigotsof the Papal Chair ; meamtng (as it is eitprefs'd in theMargin) 
the College of tieje. Here h » great Charailer given to the ^utnJam 
Curate of Grayfjiad, but thef Mifchief of it is, 'tis only by himfelfj 
and what the neighbouring Clergy look upon as a meer Jell. For my 
part, I have very good Seafon to think he is no properer a Miflionaty 
K> convert Papilla to theFaich, than Rakes to Sobrietyj and for thii 
lail Purpofe, all the Cofiittryis fenfihle he is bnt a fiwry Tool. But 
how js ic lb >vejl known, that he hach fuch excellent Talents at Dtv.*- 
nity-Connnvcrlies i I am Tvxe ic is roc kuowu to the Republick of 
Learning, b/'a lingle Trad^ of this Nature in Print, much lefs a good 
one ; nor is it Icnown in or about Graiifeni^ by private Report. Biit 
to let that pafs) by Ihidyuig and reading thofe learned Ttafh befoie 
the ReythiUvn, without doubt he me.iiit thofe Trafts which were writ 
juft before, theJieTo/iKion ;'htTt as h= hns exprefs'il it , he hath defttoy'd 
xhat Senfe, and reprefeiited it as though he was in Perfon ftudying 
and reading at Liege before the BevoJiirion, thote Tteaiifes, which is 
contrary to whac he hinifelf fiich in his Book, of vifiting that Uni- 
verfiiy, and ctavclliiig into thole Pans, only at the beguiiiing of this 
prcfenc War.

Dei qita Tijtfhone qulbui exaptare coJubrit I But if he had a 
Mind to rid the' World of a great Plague, and to inflid upon himfelf 
a Punifliment fuitable to tliofe many and grievous Offences commit-
